If UPS goes on strike, Sunday .schools 
that get their lesson plans from the Fiiich 
Baptist Bible Bookstore in Ankeny, lown, 
might not have a prayer. 

Bookstore assistant manager Sieve 
Imcl said even a brief strike could put 
him way behind during one of the 
busiest times of the year, just before the 
start of the sdiool term. 

Across the nation Wcdnc.sday, retail- 
ers and manufacturers looked for ocher 
ways to ship in case 190,000 Teamsters 
go on strike against UPS at midniglit 
tonight. 

If the big brown trucks scop moving, it 
could mean delivery hcadaclies for thnu- 
sands, perhaps tens of thousands, of 
busincss&s. 

UPS moves about 12 million packagus 
a day. Its closest competitor. Federal 
Express Corp., handles about 3 million, 
and analysts said FedEx, the Postal 
Service and other shippers wouldn't be 
able to handle the added demand.

WASHINGTON — The 
House, in a rare display of 
high spirited unity, Wednes- 
day ovenvhelmingly appro- 
ved the balanced budget plan 
its leaders had just a day 
before agreed to with the 
White House.

Survey says 7 asteroids 
could threaten Earth 


BOSTON (AP) — An 
ambitious sky survey has 
found seven previously 
unknown asteroids big 
enough and close enough 
to pose at least a potential 
tiircat to Earth. 

None is an immediate 
threat, says Eleanor F. 
Hclin of the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, but so far only 
10 percent of the sky has 
been searched by the pro- 
ject. Somewhere out there, 
an unseen a.steruid could 
lie streaking this way. 

Hclin's project, Near- 
Earth Asteroid Tracking, 
uses an Air Force satellite- 
tracking tele-scope to 
search for space objects 
tliat miglit hit the Eanli. 

In a report to the Amer- 


ican A.stronomical Society 
meeting in Boston, she said 
her group has identified in 
the last year more than 
5,000 asteroids. Among 
them arc the seven poten- 
tially threatening to Earth. 

Hclin said 99 asteroids, 
or comets now arc known 
to pose what astronomers 
consider a danger to the 
Earth. These arc objects 
that arc 3,000 feet across 
liiat will pass tvithin 5 mil- 
lion miles of Eortii. 

There may be another 
800 of a smdlcr size, and 
Hclin said the^ cannot be 
• ignored. 

“In terms of global 
destruction, it would take a 
kilometer-size obje«," she 
.said.

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (AP) - 
The highest doses of radioactive 
fallout from 1950s nuclear 
weapons tests in Nevada were 
received by milk-drinking chil- 
dren in the farm belt and the 
Northwest — including Idaho's 
Cksm County — according to gov- 
ernment projections obtained 
Wednesday by The Associated 
Press. 

Fallout from the tests spread 
across mucli of the country, but 
based on mathematical models 
and earlier studies, exposure 
. rates were highest in 12 states 
cast and north of the Nevada 
desert, where the bomb tests 
were conducted. Because the 
total exposure was tied to such 
factors as weather patterns and 
milk<onsumption rates, some hot 
spots were isolated. 

In Montana, for example, most 
of the western part of the state 
was exposed to the highest levels 
of fallout, but in die eastern part 
of the state, only one county — 
Petroleum — was a hot spot. 

Other states with high-dose 
counties were South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa, Miss- 
ouri, Idaho, Nevada, Arkansas,

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WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Reaching a half mile below the 
Mediterranean with a nuclear 
submarine and a robot retriever, 
explorer Robert Bollard says he 
discovered, mapped and 
retrieved artifacts from the 
largest cluster of ancient ships 
ever found in deep waters. |- 

Ballard, whose previous 
exploits include the dlsrovciy of 
the wrecks of the RMS Titanic 
and the German battleship 
Bismarck, told a news conference 
at the National Geographic 
Society on Wednesday that the 
new technology effectively opens 
98 percent of the ocean floor to 
archeology. 

Most previous underwater 
archeology has b^ conducted 
in coastal waters in depths of less 
than 2QQ feet where ancient 
ivrccks arc often in poor condi- 
tion, Ballard said. He said that 
now wrecks can be explored at 
depths of up to 20,000 feet. 

“This is really the first archaeo- 
logical expedition to the dcAp sea 
using archaeological methods, ” 
Ballard said. The six-week effort 
began in May and operated at 
depths of about 2,SOOfeeL 

“I am convinced the deep sea 
holds a vast amount of human 
history,” Ballard said. “I think 
the deep sea holds more history 
than all of the museums of the 
world.” 

The new discoveries were 
found in a 20-square mile debris 
field about 100 miles off the 
ancient city of Carthage. The 
wrecks lie on the most direct 
route to the Roman port of Ostia 
across the Mediterranean in 
Italy. j

Jason, from Woods Hole Oceanic 
Institution, recovered IIS arti- 
facts from die wreck then loaded 
them into the cradled Compart- 
ments of an underwater lift that 
brought them to the archaeolo- 
gist waiting on a mother ship on 
the surface. 

The oldest vessel, a trading 
ship from the late 2nd or early 1st 
century B.C. contains bronze ves- 
sels and thousands of double-han- 
dled, slim-footcd amphora uSed 
to transport wine, olive oil or fish 
sauce. 

A ship from the 1st century 
AJ). contains what Ballard called 
a prefabricated building, large 
rough-cut building stones and fin- 
ished columns, probably of gran- 
ite. ' 

“The Romans built all around 
the Mediterranean; they con- 
quered and they built," said 
Anna McCann, the expedition’s 
chief archaeologist. She said that 
if the stones are granite they 
most iikdy originated in Egypt. 

The artifacts include amphora, 
a roasting pan, two glass cups arid 
a glass lamp from the Islamic 
ship, and bronze Roman artifact, 
possibly a wine sieve or ladle. 
The ceramic objects will be 
soaked in fresh water for three 
months to remove the salt water 
that has soaked them for 2,000 
years, Ballard said. 

Ballard heads the Institute for 
Exploration in Mystic, Conn., and 
the organization’s name was 
emblazoned in gold thread on the 
blue baseball cap he wore. 


Inspector. U.S. hit 2nd Iraqi depot 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) — U.N. 
inspectors say the United States 
bombed a second large' Iraqi 
ammunition depot containing . 
chemical weapons during the 
Gulf War, possibly exposing even 
more American troops to douds 
of dangerous gas. 

The Pentagon announced last 
week that 98,900 U.S. soldiers 
were exposed to trace amounts of

On Tuesday. U.N. inspfctors 
said Iraq reported lost year that 
an unspecified number of shells ' 


filled with mustard gas had been 
stored in the Ukhaydir depot 
when it was destroyed in 1991. 
Ukhaydir is about 185 miles 
nonh of the Saudi dty of Raiha, 
where thousands of U.S. service 
members were deployed. 

The inspectors spoke in Buffalo 
at a meeting of the Presidential 
Advisoiy Committee on Gulf War 
Veterans’ Illnesses. 
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Environment outweighs heredity in determining IQ, 


NEW YORK (AP) — Numire edges out 
nature in a new study of what detennines a 
person’s IQ. 

In on analysis combining more than 200 
earlier studies, statisticians concluded that 
genes account for 48 percent of the factors 
that determine IQ. 

That's less than most psychologists would 
estimate, said study author Bcmic Devlin, 
and far enough below the figure died by the 
controversial 1994 book “The Bell Curve” to . 
undercut its authors' main condusions. 


“That number is way too small for their 
arguments to be of any great conse- 
quence,” said Devlin, a professor of psychi- 
atry at the University of Pittsburgh S^ool 
of Medidne. 

Devlin’s study, conducted with Michael 
Daniels and Kathryn Roeder of 
Pittsburgh’s Carnegie Mellon University, 
also found that conditions during prenatal 
development significantly affect a person’s 
intelligence. T^t suggests that inadequate 
prenatal care may explain why poorer peo- 


ple and blacks generally score lower on IQ 
tests. 

“Our smdy ^ves credence to that idea, 
and that in fact is something that people 
should be concerned about,” Devlin said. 
“Poor prenatal care may have a negative 
impact on IQ." 

He and his colleagues report their find- 
ings in Thursday’s issue of the journal 
Nature. 

The stadstidons combined the results of 
212 earlier studies that compoicd the IQs 


of twins, siblings or parents and their chil- 
dren. Then the researchers constructed a 
SCI of statistical models, or predictions, to 
determine wliich one b«t fit the nccumu- 
bled data. 

The best-fitting model was one that 
included genetic effects, environmental 
effects such as being raised in the .same or 
different households and prenatal condi- 

In twins 20 percent of the similarity in 
IQ could be explained by the fact that

twins share the same prenatal environ- 
ment. Even for siblings who aren’t nrins, 
l)cing carried by the same mother at differ- 
ent times explains 5 percent of die similari- 
ty in IQ. 

“Tlie implication would be diat the in- 
utero environment has a profound effeer 
on IQ in the general population," said 
University of Minnesota psydiologist Matt 
McGue. “It will .stimulate people to think 
about prenatal factors in a svay diey hadn’t 
before." 


Radiation 
fallout maps’ 
release held 

\VASHINGTON — Maps 
the government said it would 
release Wednesday identifying 
24 regions that experienced 
intense radiation fallout from 
1950s nuclear testing have been 
put indcfimtcly on hold. 

Nuclear watchdog groups 
immediately accused the 
National Cancer Institute of a 
cover-up. 

The NCI’s 14-year, county-by- 
county study of nuclear fallout 
from the blasts found that people 
as far, away as the East Coast — 
particularly children — wore 
exposed to as much radiation 
fallout as residents directly 
downwind from the Nevada 
blasts. 

Critics say the radiation 
amounts could be linked to thy- 
roid cancer later suffered by resi- 
dents of those hoc spots. 

The government said last week 
it would release maps showing 
the hot spots. Now, NCI says 
those maps are not yet ready for 
release and would not say when 
the information would be avail- 
able. 

“The public has a right to 
know who’s at risk,” said Bob 
Schaeffer of the activist group 
^tiliiary Product Network, which 
has petitioned the govenunent to 
release the information. “We 
want a presidential commission 
to Invcsdgaic the ongoing cover- 
lip." 

Preston Truman, director of 
Downwinders, a Salt Lake City- 
based advocatftfor fallout sur- 
vivors, said the public has a right 
to see the maps. 

“Delaying the release of 
incriminating evidence only con- 
tinues the legacy of lies and per- 
petuates the poison done to our 
people and our democracy,” he 
said. 


Health care 
execs face 
indictments 

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
Three executives of 
Colurabia/HCA Healthcare Corp., 
the giant for-profit hospital chain 
that is the target of a fedcnil fraud 
probe, were indicted in Florida on 
charges ilicy cheated the federal 
Medicare program, the FBI said 
Wednesday. 

Robert Whiteside, director of 
reimbursement at the company’s 
corporate headquarters in 
Nashville, was set to surrender and 
appear before a federal magis- 
trate, FBI spokesman Derek 
McGraw told The Associated 
ftess. 

The two top executives at 
Columbia’s Southwest Florida 
Division also were indicted in U5. 
District Court They ore chief exec- 
utive officer Jay A. Jarrell and 
chief financial officer Michael T. 
Neeb. 

All three ore charged with mak- 
ing false statements to obtain ben- 
efits and payments from Medicare; 
making false statements to a feder- 
al agency, aiding and abetting: and 
conspiracy, according to the 

According to the indictment, 
\Vhitcside, Jarrell and Neeb con- 
spired to overbill Medicare by sub- 
mitting requests for reimburse- 
ment for capital expenses at 
Fawcett Memorial Hospital in 
Charlotte County, Fla. 

They received 1(W percent reim- 
bursement thougli only 39 percent 
of the costs were covered by 
Medicare. The resulting overpay- 
ments totaled about $1.8 milUon, 
according to the indictment, 
(^pital expenses are large, one- 
time expenses such ds the cost of 
constructing a building. 

The indictments were handed 
up in Fort Myers, Fla., on June 25 
and unsealed today. In a state- 
ment, Charles Wilson, U.S. attor- 
ney in Fon Mycr% said the indict- 
ments are only the “first phase” of 
the investigation.

Why do Idaho taxpayers 
sponsor moonlight cruises? 


Political blood is in the waters of 
Lake Pend Oreille, and the special-in- 
terest sharks are drxding. 

Having flashed his fanny (or some 
portion thereof - accounts arc vague). 
Idaho’s Rsh and Game director is be- 
ing nominated for unemployment. At 
least one environmental type who al- 
ready disliked Steve Mealey’s ideas is 
calling for him to be fired. 

But let’s pause for a little perspec- 
tive, shall we? 

Without a doubt, last week’s partial 
lunar eclipse w'as hugely dumb. Un- 
professional, inappropriate, childish - 
you fill in the adjective.

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Greatness like Gwynn’s is baseball’s best marketing tool 


S ANDEGO-Tony. 

Gwynn, although having 
one of the better sea- 
sons in. baseball history, 
recently endured a 5- 
for-23 mini-slump against 16 . 
pitchers during six gomes in six 
days in four time zones. (You 
think the achievements of earlier 
eras were somehow more impres- 
sive?) Then Gwynn used the 
fourth pitch he saw here at home 
to restore normality. 

On a two-and-onc count in the 
first inning, Pittsburgh’s pitcher 
thought he would be safe if he 
kept the ball out of the strike 
zone. Silly him, Gwyim jerked a 
low-ond-inside sinker into right 
field for a single. Gwynn swings 
at many pitches out of the strike 
zone ‘'bemuse 1 know I can han- 
dle them.” He handled another 
pitch that night, producing his 
47th muld-hit game in 96 games, 
the 826th of 2,042 games in his 
15-ycar career. 

At 6 p.m. the next night, 90 
minutes before game dme, he 
sits in the clubhouse, half- 
dressed in his game uniform and 
more than halfway through a 
workday that began with early 
afternoon batdng pracdcc to 
correct the flaw that had driven 
his average down to a still- 
stratospheric 38S. Reading the 
marks his feet made in the bat- 
ter’s box, he knew he had not 



been getting his front foot down 
properly. In fluent Gwynnspeak 
he explains that when his 
mechanics unravel, “my hands 
come forward too soon,” “my 
upper body drifts forward,” “my 
front foot fioats. ...” 

Before he peels off his number 
19 jersey this night he will have 
his 827th muld-hit game and hits 
2,711 and 2,71Z He started the 
season ranked 66th on the all- . 
time career hit list. Any day now 
he will move past Gehrig into 
44 th place, heading toward the 
3,000-hit brotherhi^. 

In his clubhouse space this 
night is a pile of Sports 
Ulustraie^ hot off the press with 
a cover photograph of him com- . 
pledrig a swing, his eyes follow- 
ing the boll where he frequently 
flicks it, through the “5.5 hole," 
between third and short (the 5 
and 6 positions, if you arc keep- 
ing score). SFs cover proclaims: 
“B^ball’s Best Hitter Since Ted 
Williams." Son Diegans, who 
know that if Gwynn played in 
New York he would be baseball's 
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t star, think: Nice of you to 

notice 

STs Tom Verdued, a masterful 
-sifter of statistics, notes that, 
measuring Gwynn’s 339 career 
average against the 361 average 
of oil mnjar-lcagucrs during his 
career, his differentia! of .0789 is 
the sixth best ever, behind Cobb 
G1029), Williams, Hornsby, 

Lajoic and Keeler. Against the 
be» pitcher of his era, Greg 
Maddux, Gwynn’s career average 


is .459. Since 1995 he is hitting 
.425 with runners in scoring posi- 
tion. Can he become the first 
since Williams in 1941 to hit 
.400? The ni^t the 1^ strike 
started Gwynn was on effortless 
3-for-4, ending that truncated sea- 
son at .394. 

There is a paradox in the glit- 
tering performances of Gwynn 
and others. Maddux recently 
required just 78 pitches for a 
compIctc-gamc victory. The 


Mariners’ Randy Johnson recent- 
ly achieved history’s second-best 
mark over a 50 decision span - 
4^. The Yankees’ brilliant 23- 
year-old Derek Jeter may never 
be the American League’s best 
shortstop, so gifted Ls the 
Mariners’ 22-year-old Alex 
Rodriguez. Baseball is unlike pol- 
itics, education, popular 
culture and much else. 

Baseball is going against 
the grain of contemporary 
America by maintaining 
high quality. Yet some of 
baseball's owners arc suf- 
fering a crisis of confi- 
dence in their product. 

They are scrambling for 
gimmicks to entice cus- 
tomers who, these owners 
evidently think, cannot be 
attracted, os fans always 
have been, by what baseball 
alone among the professional 
sports has - more than a century 
of continuity that enables fans to 
savor Gwynn’s greatness througli 
meaningful comparisons with dis- 
tant predecessors. These owners 
arc threatening to rip the fabric 
of this most traditional sport by a 
stunning miscalculation. 

Believing that this year’s novel- 
ty of intcrlcaguc play boosted 
attendance b^usc of rc^onol 
rivalries, they propose radical 
realignment of the icanu, obliter- 
ating the identities of the 


National and American Leagues 
by creating geographic divisions. 
Hero is one proposed division; 
Cubs, Wliitc Sox, Brewers, Twins, 
Cardinals, Royals, Rangers, 
Astros. With competition for the 
sports fans’ dollar increasingly 
intense - the first NFL preseason 
game comes six weeks after tlic 
last NBA championship 
game - why does base- 
ball conlemplLte jettison- 
ing the traditionalism 
that makes it di-stincrivc? 
Does it really want to 
become just another in 
die blur of constantly - 
changing entertainment 
choice.s? 

In bascbal^ unlike in, 
say, politics, it is not dis- 
jwynn heartening to compare 
the present and the past. 
Gtvynn compares with Stan 
MusinJ more rea.ssuringly than, 
say, President Clinton compares 
with President Truman, or 
Speaker Gingrich compares with 
Speaker Henry Clay. ^ real fans, 
who understand how much the 
enjoyment of baseball derives 
from today’s game being a linear 
extension of the gaine’s past, 
should say to intrusive owners: 
"Down in front. Number 19 is on 
deck.”

Late in the day, a leaflet signed 
by Um military wing of the militant 
Islamic group Hamas claimed 
responsibility for the attacks. The 
leaflet was found in tlie IVest Bonk 
city of Ramnllah following a tele- 
phone tip to The Assodaiod Ih-ess. 

The leaflet included a list of 
demond-s including die release of 
Shcikii Aluncd Yassin, jailed spiri- 
tual leader of Hamas; the release 
of all Hamas and other Pale.stinian 
and Arab prisoner!; and an end to 
Israel’s policy of jailing prisoners 
without charges. 

The leaflet said the demands 
must be met by 9 p.m. Sunday, but 
did not say what would happen if 
they were hot. It was signed by the 
Brigades of Lnedine al Qassam, tlie 
military wing of Hamas. 

Tlie simultaneous blasts went off 
about SO yards opan in an alley in 
the Malitme Yehuda marketplace, 
tile dey’s main fruit and vegetable 
market. 

Tile explosions occurred at 1:15 
p.m., ivhen the market was packed 
witli shoppers. Green awnings cov- 
ering die alley were tom apart and 
vegetable stands and doihiing dis- 
plays overturned, their wares 
shredded and strewn about the 
asphalt. Scraps of clothing hung 
from telephone lines.

! by a helicopter rescue team, said police spokesman licrrc Faussurier. 

Four climbers, including an American, an Austrian and a 
Frenchman, fell to their deailis early this morning in two separate 
aeddems in the Mount Blanc region of the French Alps, Faussurier 
said by telephone. He could not confirm tiicir idcntidcs, or the nation- 
ality of the fourth climber. '

said tlie Carinya Ski Club had slid into Uic adjacent Dimbadccn Staff 
Lodge, causing extensive damage. At least 33 people were booked 
into tlie buildings.

AUCKLAND, New Zealand — Seafood is always better fresh, but 
New Zealand lawmakers arc moving to ban extra-fresh — in faa, live 
— delicades such as “screaming prawn" and "dandng crayfish" from 
die menus. 

Under the bill before Parliament, courts could impose jail terms of up 
to three months and fines up t o SG,400 for serving seafood alive. The bill 
has solid government support and is expected to pass later this year. 

In Australia, the state of New Soudi Woles passed Ic^slndon this 
year banning die serving of live fish or seafood, making it punishable 
by up to two years in prison.

The attack is not 
only aimed at Israelis but at the 
peace, and against the Palestinian 
people and peace in the region." 

Palestinian police sources, 
speaking on condition of anonymi- 
ty, said Arafat declared a state of 
emergency and canceled all police 
leaves. Israeli TV reports said 
Arafat was expected to order mass 
arrests of Islamic militants in the 
West Bonk and Gaza overnight. 

Israel radio said the two 
bombers apparently drove to die 
market disguised in black coats 
and white shirts — perhaps in an 
effort to look like ultra-Orthodox 
Jews. Each man carried a briefcase 
packed with 22 pounds of explo- 
sives, the radio said. 


DAD FREIENWALDE, Germany 
(AP) — Military helicopters 
dropped sandbags from the air and 
tolling church b^ urged residents 
to flee an area on the Oder River 
where a stretch of 250-ycar-old 
earthen dike began crumbling 
Wednesday. 

Authorities sounded the alarm I 
when the sodden dike started I 
crumbling along a stretch of about 
165 feet. &ldieis began evacuating 
the several hundred remaining res- 
idents late in the day. 

Emergency workers said thert; 
was little chance the rescuers 
would be able to plug the widening 
gap in the base of the dike; 
Authorities said a second dike 
could help contain the water if the 
main barrier collapsed. 

If the water breaks through, a 
7,40(kicrc area would be flooded. 

Soldiers and volunteers filled 
new sandbags and worked to rein- 
force the section of the dike at 
Hohcnwuocn, at the northern tip 
of the Odcrbruch flood plain. 
Helicopters dropped sandbags and 
monitored the situation. 

Authorities said several hundred 
resident.s remained in the area 
directly threatened by tlie swollen 
Oder waters. About 4,GOO people 
normally live in the area. 

Earlier, constant pressure forced 
a new break farther south along 
the 100-mile dike. Officials said; 
however, that tlie break was under 
control and nearby Ratzdorf was 
not in immediate diiger. 

The new breaks came even 
though a dreaded flood wave 
upstream from Poland did not 
raise water levels as much as offi- 
cials had feared. 

About 5,000 people have been 
evacuated from the low-lying 
Odcrbrucli repon.

Salt lake city - Olympics organiz- 
ers recommended a $2 million compensa- 
tion package Wednesday for Tom Welch, 
whobrou^t the 2002 Winter Gomes to 
Sait Lake but resigned amid charges he 
abused his wife. 

“This was an effort to be fair to him in 
light of the service that he rendered," said 
Jim Jardine, legal counsel for the Salt 
Lake Olympic Organizing Committee’s 
board of trustees. 

The board’s executive committee 
emerged from a three-hour dosed meet- 
ing recommending that SLOC chairman 
Frank Joklik serve as Welch’s interim 
replacement os president and CEO. It also 
ordered that a search committee be 
appointed to find a successor. 

Members also voted to hire Welch, a 
former corporate latvycr, as a consultant 
for $10,000 a month and to pay him $1 mil- 
lion to compensate him for his service 
from 1989-95 in which he wasn’t paid. 
They also recommended a retirement ben- 
efit of up to $500,000. Starting in 1995, 
Welch received 5325,000 a year as presi- 
dent, with a S100,000-a-ycar retirement. 


Olympian’s great leap upward: From cars to bars

ATHENS, Greece - When Charles 
Austin was in high school, he became on 
oitist at jumping onto cars. Now he's a 
perfectionist at jumping over bars — 
nigh jump bars. 

But long before he won a world title in 
1991 and an Olympic gold medal in 
1996, he could jump onto o car roof from 
a standing position. And he hnd good 
reason to master that maneuyer— to 
escape snapping dogs. 

“My friend had a Doberman,” said 
Austin, who will tty to svin his second 
title at the World Track and' Field 
Championships, which begin Saturday. 
“Sometimes he would let the dog go and 
he chased mo. When he caught me, I 
jumped onto the cor roof. I ^vos scored. I 
didn't know I could do that." 

And with that desperation leap, a 
high-jumping career was bom. 

In nigh school, before his final scholas- 
tic season in Von Vleck, Texas, he had 
only dabbled in track and fiela — bur- 
ies, long jump and high jump. But he 


wasn’t senous. 

"I was very small then," Austin said. 
"The coach said I could go on and play 
basketball, 'but I don't think anyone will 
give you 0 chance.'" 

At the time, Austin was only 5-foot-8 
and less than 120 pounds. 

“I started sprouting in ray junior year 
in college,” he said. By then, 

, ho had reached 5-11 and 145 
pounds. As a senior,. he was f .J? 
up to his current height and ’ 

weight — 6-0 1/2 and 170 'n..,, 

pounds. 

His jumping skills also had'improved 
dramatically. 

“The first time I went over the bar, I 
jumped backwards after watching the 
other guys,” Austin said. 

From a jumper whoso high school best 
wos 6-11 while competing in only six 
.meets, Austin soared to 7-6 1/2 at 
Southwest Texas and won the NCAA 
championship in 1990. 

That year, during tho indoor season, 
he injured his left knee, his takeoff 
leg. The injury worsened, but Austin 


kept jumping. 

Surprisingly, the knee held up while 
Austin set the U.S. record of 7-10 1/2 
during a meet in Switzerland in 1991. 
He won the 1991 world title at Tokyo 
and competed in the 1992 Barcelona 
Olympics, finishing tied for eighth. By 
1993, he could no longer stand the pain. 

“It was on the verge of 
^ rupture and pretty much 

. 1 ^ a shredded,” he said. 

When he collapsed at 
'n..,,.*' ' the USA championships, 

doctors advised surgery. 
Austin agreed to the operation, with no 
guarantee he could jump again. 

“I had to be patient,^ but I never lost 
faith," he said. 

His padcnce and faith were tested. 
. Because he couldn't compete, Austin’s 
income dropped and he had trouble 
making mortgage payments on the 
home he bought m Son Marcos, Texas, 
' in 1993. 

"IVhenevcr 1 got money to sen*' in, I 
did," Austin said. "... Everyone worked 
with me. The bank came very dose to 


foredosing me, but fortunately it didn't. 
I don’t even think they knew who I 
was.” 

Austin's anonymity didn’t last long. 
After a light season of only nine meets 
in 1994, he won the USA championship 
In 1995. Then came the 1996 Olympic 
gold medal at Atlanta. He was tire first 
U.S. high jump champion at 'the 
Olympics since Dick Fosbury in 1968. 

- “The money still Isn’t rolling in, but 
Fm very pleased ^vith the way things are 
going,” Austin said. “Fm happy with my 
life. I wouldn’t change anyttog.” 

He now has a shoe contract with 
Mizuno, has established the Charles 
Austin Foundation to provide scholar- 
ships for underprivileged children ond 
has his own clothing line colled So High 
Sportswear — “appard for the vertical- 
ly inclined.” 

Austin is 29 years old and can think 
about another Olympics in Sydney in 
2000 ,

absolute best and worst of Little 
League basebaL The best was the 
semi-fin^ game between the 
Wood River Nationals and die 
Twin Falls National AU-Si*^ 
Characterized by superb pitching 
stone-wall defenses and power hit- 
ting. the level of pby served as a 
tribute to our national sport Whw 
Twin Falls player Doug Benson hit 
one so far over the fence that it 
landed in the duck pond, he was 
applauded by both teams. 

The game was a joy to watch, 
and it was thus unfortunate that 
the deciding out resulted from a 
dose play nt home. Wood River 
was in the outfield and, with two 
outs, Twin Falls had the go-ahead 
run on base. Following a solid hit 
and a dose throw, a TVdn Falls 
player faOed to step on home 
plate and was subsequently' 
called out.

And I am utterly ashamed that 
both teams had to wimess John 
Sudik’s disgusting behavior on 
the field that day. In time, the 
kids won’t remember whether 
they won or lost that game, but 
they'll never forget Sudik’s sad 
and lasting example.

Inmate’s mother questions treatment 

Medical care for spider bite was delayed for 7 days at Louisiana prison, she says

BURLEY - After Karen Rasmussen’s 
son had been in a Louisiana prison for 
nearly a month without calling, she 
started to worry. 

Her worries grew when she foimd out 
he’d been suffering from an infected spi- 
der bite, which he later told her went 
untreated for seven days. Now 
Rasmu.sscn wants to know what else is 
going on at a prison 2,000 miles away. 

The prison, the Basilc Detention 
Center in Eunice, La., is taking Idaho 
prisoners under an S8 million contract 
with the Idaho Correction Department. 
Prisoners recently rioted at the prison. 


complaining of 
poor conditions. 

Rasmussen said 
her son, Chris- 
topher Hansen, 
serving an eight- 
year sentence for 
aggravated bat- 
tery, was bit by a 
brown recluse spi- 
der while in soli- 
tary confinement. 
The bite festered 
for several days, she said he told her, 
and looked like an open bullet wound. 

“After asking to sec a nurse for sever- 
al days, he asked again on Friday with 
still no rc^nsc," Rasmussen said. "On 


Saturday he was told there was no nurse 
on duty and to wait until Monday. 
Luckily a guard took it upon himself to 
go and look, so Christopher was seen on 
Sunday.” 

After she. complained to the Idaho 
Corrections Dt^partment and the 
American Civil Li^rties Union, her 19- 
year-old son received medical attention, , 
she said. Even after he saw a doctor, he 
Avas left to treat and drain the infected 
wound himself. 

Prison officials deny the family’s alle- 
gations. 

“He was seen the morning after he 
reported it and the nurse determined it 
was not a spider bite,” said Louisiana 
corrections spokesman Floyd Amley. 


He said the nurse made sure Haasen 
received further medical attention. 

’’Apparently it was not healing so we 
sent him to the hospital out of an abun- 
dance of caution,” Antlcy said. 

Rasmussen said she was told by a 
Basilc nurse, who refused to identify" 
herself, that after Hansen finally .saw 
the prison nurse, he was sent to Eunice 
Regional Medical Center and was pre- 
scribed penicillin by a doctor whose last 
name was Fontenot. 

A hospital spokesperson confirmed to 
77ie Timcs-Ncws Wednesday that there is 
no doctor with a last name of Fontenot 
at the center. When Rasmussen called

Railroafd rezone rolls towarid city council

TWIN FALLS - Many people spoke, 
but few had anything good to say at 
Tuesday’s city Planning and Zoning 
Commission hearing on a request to 
accommodate a railroad freight yard 
ami industrial park cast of toivn. 

Even so, commissioners split 3-3 on 
the issue - which goes to the City 
Council with no recommendation. The 
council. Ls expected to hear the request 
sometime in early September; three 
hearings are expected. 

Local developers Todd Blass and Joe 
Russell, doing business as Pinnacle 
Land St Investments, want to' rezone 150 
acres of farm and n^idcntial land south 
of Kimbwiy Road and between Hankins 
Road and 3300 East, for the railroad 
yard and heavy industrial use. 

If the zoning change is granted, the 
Eastern Idaho Railroad will ask to dose

3300 East south of Kimbtniy Road, said 
city economic development director 
Dave McAlindin. The Twin Falls High- 
ivay District has authority over thaf deri- 
sion. 

One by one, speakers emerged from 
the overflow crowd to denounce tlie pro- 
posal, saying it would ruin the tranquili- 
ty of the area, increase traffic danger 
and decrease property values. Many 
said the railroad yard should be built 


somewhere else; few speakers support- 
ed ilic proposal. 

Sandic Bjornson, who bought her 
home at 3453 N. 3300 E. about six years 
ago, echoed the remarks of many when 
she said, “We bouglit our property as an 
investment. We knew that area would 
be growing - hopefully rcsidentially - 
not as heavy industry." 

“I don’t know what quality of life (a 
railroad freight center) \vill leave me," 
added Tlicrcsa Whitehead, who lives at 
3736 N. 3300 E. "Who is going to buy my 
house?” 

Some homeowners sounded resigned 
to the railroad and other heavy indus- 
tries (dbowing into the neighborhood. 

"We moved here for the rural 
(lifestyle) and die beauty and 1 know that 
doesn’t count for much when money 
comes up - but I wish it would,” said 
Tenny Gamer, who lives about 1 172 miles

Fair Manager Joltn Pitz pitched the 
proposal to obout a dozen people 
Wednesday evening in Twin Falls. 

Mostly people seemed receptive to 
the idea. 

“These things do work,”, said John 
Conrad of Murtaugh, who has been 
doing horse shows and judging shows 
f(ir more than 50 years. 

The Filer fairgrounds already arc 


drawing horse shows because of existing 
facilities. An indoor arena would bring 
bigger shows. And many horse show 
folks' arc interested in winter shows, 
Conrad said. 

“People will come if you have an 
inside place where you can show the 
livestock," he said. 

Pitz is confident he can fill the arena. 
"Dvo years ago the fair sold 6,500 tickets 
at S15 each for country stars Martina 
McBride and Tim McGrow.

BURLEY - Looking for a place lo 
pitch a tent? The U.S. Forest Service 
wants to help. 

The agency hopes to have Porcupine 
Springs recreation area, two miles south 
of the Magic Mountain Ski area, fin- 
ished by tlie end of fall. 

The existing campsite will be closed 
while Kelly Walton Construction 
installs a drinking water system and 
three group camping sites, District 
Ranger Pete Peterson said. Walton 
Construction is slated to begin work in 
mid-August,'hc said, but the completion 
date depends mosdy on the wcatlicr. 

One main reason for the construction 
is larger groups' increased use of Forest 
Scivice campsites. 

“This is a really popular and heavily 
used site," Peterson said. “We want to 
create a facility that is set up for sucli 
htmvy use.” 

The Forest Service plans to update 
and expand die campsite in five phases, 
Peterson said. Tlie first two phases call 
for installing group campsites and a 
drinking water system, costing 
$618,000. 

The new design for die 30-acre camp- 
site will accommodate many kinds of 
users, Peterson said, including those 
who want to enjoy the litde Fork Trail, 
which starts near the Porcupine Springs 
area.

GLENNS EEHRY - As a six- 
week firder to boil domestic 
water continues to plaRue 
Glenns Eerr>- residents, city offi- 
cials now face the possibility of 
lonK-term contamination seeping 
into the community’s water 
■ source. 

After the record-high Snake 
River breached the town’s water 
supply last month, repeated 
attempts to disinfect and flush 
contaminants from the system 
have failed. 

"We-have tried and tried and 
have been dismayed when the 
te.sis continue to show positive 
signs (of contamination),” said 
Glenns Ferry City Clerk David 
Hahn. "We can no longer kid our- 
selves into thinking the boil 
order migln be lifted next week." 

Idaho’s Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality has listed the 
springs that feed the town’s 
domestic supply as "Ground 
Water Under Direct Influence" 
and mandated the city comply 
with stiff water-quality stan- 
dards. 

DEQ staff engineer Monty 
Marches said Glenns Ferry is 
only the first of many GWUDI 
sites the department expects in 
find along the Snake River due to

flooding earlier this spring. 
Glenns Ferry could see future 
incidents of contamination 
because the bottom of the under- 
ground basin which catches the 
source water lies below the 
river’s level, Marchus said. 

Glenns Ferry has almost com- 
pleted a six-month testing period, 
and the DEQ will begin a statisti- 
cal analysis needed before the 
department can determine 
action. 

Hahn said the city has been 
working for the past year to 
locale a new source of potable 
\vater because die present source 
will not provide for growth. The 


City Council is studying a plan to 
treat water directly from the 
Snake River for dotnesde use, as 
well as filters that could be u^ 
in the current system. 

“We really don’t want to put 
money into upgrading a system 
that won’t supply funue growth 
and possibly some light industry 
in Glenns Ferry,” Hahn said. 
Until the town locates a larger 
water supply, city officials are 
unable to apply for money avail- 
able through the state’s revolving 
loan ftinds and community block 
grants. 

Both DEQ and Glenns Ferry 
officials arc searching for a tem- 
porary means to provide dean 
drinking water to the town. State 
water officials arc trying to set 
standards of rcguladon and com- 
pliance for all sites throughout 
Idaho before offering some tem- 
porary soludons to contaminadon 
in Glenns Ferry. Marchus said 
the DEQ could issue some recom- 
mendations as early as next 
week. 

“Meanwhile, the fate of our 
water is in the hands of the 
DEQ,” Hahn said.

Feds probe civil rights violations in Nampa 


NAMPA (AP) — Federal 
agents have launched on invest!- 
gadon into reports of hate crimes 
and violations of federal civil 
rights statutes in Nampa. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation was declining to discuss 
the inquiry, but FBI Special 
Agent Mike Dillon said the 
bureau was looking into allega- 
tions involving a group of teens 
described as slonheads. , 

Dillon denied that the bureau 
was taking over the investiga- 
tion of three potential hate 
crimes in a southeast Nampa 
neighborhood in the post month, 
maintaining that the FBI is 
working with the local police 
deportmenL 

"Our investigation 1? not nar- 
nnvly focused, and we are going to 
attempt to develop os mu^ iitior- 


mation as we can,” Dillon said. 

One parent said her Hispanic 
children are harassed by the 
group of white teens almost 
daily, and three incidents involv- 
ing white teens and two Hispanic 
families have been reported to 
poUcc. 

The most recent was a week 
ago when a 14-year-old Hispanic 
boy on his newspaper route was 
thrmro against a car, knocked to 
the ground and kicked in his side 
by two white teen-agers. The 
teens, ages 17 and 18, were 
arrested. 

On the Fourth of July, an 18- 
ycar-old Hispanic man was 
kicked in the face and ribs in 
front of his family’s home by 
three white men described by 
witnesses os skinheads.

Next ‘salmon summit’ scheduled for fall 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Backed 
by environmentalists, Rep. 
George Miller proposed changes 
to the Endangered Species Act 
Wednesday to bolster fish and 
wildlife protections while provid- 
ing relief for private land owners. 

The move is expected to spark 
a new flurry of negotiations 
twtwecn the Clinton administra- 
tion and Congress over rcautho- 
rization of the 1973 law. 

Miller, D-Calif. and top Demo- 
crat on the House Resources 
Committee, said he intends to 
formally int^uce the bill by the 
end of the week to provide tax 
breaks for land owners who enter 
into agreements with the federal 
govenunem to protect habitat for 
troubled spedcs. 

The proposal is an alternative to 
B measure being drafted by mod- 
erate Republicans in the Senate. 

Miller said his bill also would 
expand the goal of eventually 
removing listed species from 
threatened or endangered status, 
and require designation of “sur- 
vival habitat’’ needed to keep the 
spcdcs alive at the time they aa- 
listed. 

“Rccoviay of spedes benefits all 
sides in ihis dispuic,'’ Miller said 
during a briefing for reporters.

Commission Chairman John 
Burns and member Jeff Siddo- 
way were with Mealey when the 
incident occurred on a charter 
boat lost Thursday nigltt during a 
social gathering following two 
days of meetings. 

Siddoway, who found himself 
at the comer of controversy lost 
spring for making comments that 
offended Hispanics, said he prob- 
ably cncourogcd Mealey, and 
Burns conceded that he should • 
have stepped in before what' 
Mealey called his innocent but 
indiscreet act. 

“I was right next to him, and 
it’s probably as much my fault or 
more my fault than his,” Siddo- 
way said. “I probably did a lot in 
egging that reaction on, it you 
^vill, so I bear some of the respon- 
sibility in that." 


A half dozen people were in 
the bow of the boat as it passed a 
large, brightly painted metal 
sculpture on the shoreline about 
a half mile away, and Siddoway 
was pressing Mealey for his opin- 
ion of the structure in such a 
bucolic setting. 

Bums, who said he did not sec 
any exposed skin, was not person- 
ally offended but said he could 
understand how others might be. 

“At the time, there was a lot of 
levity going on, so it seemed 
funny," Bums said. “In hindsiglit, 
being choirman, I should have 
probably said, ‘Hey guys, tone it 
down a little bit. We're getting 
too rambunctious here.’" 

The commission and Mealey 
discussed the incident lost Friday 
morning, and Wednesday Bums 
called a special meeting of the 
commis.<iion for Thursday morn- 
ing to di.scuss possible discipli- 
nary action. 

Gov. Phil Bati planned no com- 
ment until after ho returns from 
the National Governors Associa- 
tion conference tills week in Las 
■Vegas. 

Mealey conceded the job he 
has held for six montlis could be 
on the line. 

And Don Glower, president of 


the Idaho Wildlife Council, 
called the incident “unprofes- 
sional" and suggested chat 
“someone ought to lose their job 
over this." 

“I wonder what Governor Ban 
would do if the director of the 
Department of Transportation 
dropped his pants while on a boat 
ride at state expense," Glower 
declared. 

He has criticized Mealey and 
Burns, both former National 
Forest Service forest supervisors 
in Idaho, for continuing their 
compromising attitudes that 
embrace multiple use of public 
lands instead of becoming the 
strident advocates for wildlife 
and sportsmen Glower believes 
the commission and deportment 
are to be. 

' Ciower seemed more upset by 
the $288 cost of the Seagull 
Chaners boat ride.

“It docs not make 
the incident any less tragic and 
we’ve already expressed regret 
that the events occurred.”

potato fungus late blight, which 
has gained a foothold in eastern 
Idaho, might have a serious 
impart on area growers. 

“This disease could really 
boom on us,” Dove Johnson, 
agronomy manager for the 
Bmgham Co-op in Blackfoot, said 
Tuesday. “If we had the normal 
hot, dry weather, it wouldn't bo 
the concern that it is.” 

Spore development for lotc 
blight requires humidity of at 
least 90 percent and tempera- 
tures below 78 degrees. Such 
weather is extremely rare in the 
Upper Snake River Valley, so 
until two years ago farmers did 
not even regard (he fungus as a 
threat. 

Then in 1995 and 1996, eastern 
Idaho producers thought late 
blight would get no further than 
the Magic Valley and southwest- 
ern Idaho. But earlier this month 
the disease was found in fields 
near Fort Hall, leaving some to 
wonder whether warnings from

the University of Idaho College 
of Agriculture were taken seri- 
ously enough. 

“'There has been an attitude on 
the part of many farmers that 
conditions here were too dry and 
too hot, and that late blight was 
somebody cIsc's problem," said 
Bruce Huffakcr, publisher of the 
North American Potato Market 
News. 

Late blight can be controlled 
with fungicides, so the disease 
that caused the Irish Potato 


Famine will not wipe out Idaho’s 
spud crop. 

“In most areas, the impact 
tends to be one of boosting pro- 
duction costs, not reducing 
yields," Huffakcr said. 

Johnson said farmers have 
been streaming in to buy fungi- 
cides since late blight was report- 
ed last week. On Tuesday the 
University of Idaho said the fun- 
gus also had been found in some 
fields northwest of ShcUcy. 

"It’s changed our business, but 
it’s not somctiiing wc like to sec,” 
Johnson said. 

It is expeasive to treat for late 
bli^t, beriveen $10 and $20 per 
acre. Since the chemicals need to 
be applied once a week, a grower 
with 2,500 acres of spuds is look- 
ing at an average weekly expen- 
diture of $37,500. 

Potato prices have been 
improving in recent weeks, and 
some farmers were looking for- 
ward to a brcok-cvcn season after 
the market for the 1996 crop hit 
rock bottom. 

“Everybody’s budget is going 
to be blown away,” Johnson said.

• FORT COLUNS, Colo. (AP) — 
Rescuers who feared they would 
find more bodies in tho wreckage 
of a neigJiborhood inundated by 
a rain-swollen creek received 
cncoura^ng news Wednesday. 

Everyone who had been report- 
ed missing ^stis safe. 

Three people who had still 
been listed as missing during the 
morning were accounted for by 
midday. The death loll from 
Monday night’s storms, which 
sent a wall of water through a 
neighborhood, smashing houses 
and mobile homes, stood at five. 

It didn’t end the search, 
because authorities Wtlntcd to 
make sure some visitor whose 
absence hadn't been noticed had 
been swept away. Rescuers used 
hooks to comb the muddy banks 
of a swollen creek. 

“Wc don’t know who might 
have been visiting, staying the 
niglit or l)cen dmvn here to look,” 
said Glenn Levy, battalion chief 
with the Poudre Fire Authority. 

Poudre Fire Authority 
iiactalion Chief Warren Jones 
had said earlier that he doubted 
any survivors were left in the 
debris of two mobile home parks 
in this city of 108,000 about 60 
miles north of Denver. 

Meanwhile, authorities evacu- 
ated a small farming community 
cast of Fon Collins after a thun- 
derstorm forced water out of an 
irrigation canal, leaving a foot of 
water across the town. 
Authorities said the evacuation 
of Weldona was ordered because 
of health concerns and the poten- 
tial for area dams to break. 

The town of about 120 resi- 
dents has only a few businesses, a 
school and a diurcli. 

In Fort Collins, skies were over- 
cast Wednesday. The forecast 
called for more rain by afternoon, 
and officials couldn't rule out the 
possibility of more flooding. "It’s 
going to need watching,”

Among his suggestions: .setting 
up computer kiosks in public 
places to allow citizens wiil^out 
computers to get in touch with 
government and other informa- 
tion sources. 

Gates, whose software empire 
has made him die ridicst man in 


the world, spoke at the condud- 
ing session of the annual summer 
meeting of the National 
Governors’ As-sodation. 

From his laptop. Gates pointed 
and clicked onto two state gov- 
ernment Internet sites he held up 
for praise — those of Wisconsin 
and IHorida.. 

Both sites offer a host of use- 
ful information about the 
states, ranging from Florida 
restaurants that failed state 
health inspections to informa- 
tion on how to do business with 
the state of Wisconsin and how 
to send e-mail to state legisla- 
tors. 

“This technology can draw peo- 
ple in," Gates said. 

Gates said that, for the most 
part, federal and state govern- 
ments were laggards in die tech- 
nology revolution.

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My dealer the government: Heroin subsidy praised 




ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — 
Marco, a soft-spoken 30-ycar-oltl, 
has been hooked on heroin nearly 
half his life. 

' Finally, he wants to quit. 

TIjc courage he needs to try to 
start over comes from a familiar 
source: Heroin. 

Three times a day, Marco 
enters a nondescript Zurich office 
building. He picks up a sjringe, 
needle and swabs and sits in one 
of five office chairs. He shoots up. 

As the drug courses into his 
bloodstream, a medical doctor 
stands by. Marco’s dnig supplier 
is none other than the Svns.s gov- 
emment. 

Marco is one of about 1,000 
junkies in a state-run program 
that prescribes heroin to hard- 
core addicts in hopes of guiding 
them back into mainstream soci- 
ety and encouraging them to 
kick their dcadiy habit. 

The three-year experiment, 
wlulc controversial, ha.s rendered 
imprcs.sivc result.*:. 

Nearly 90 of the addicts have 
entered programs to help them 
fully withdraw from the drug, 
althouglt it’s too soon to judge the 
success of their efforts. What is 
perhaps even more substantial 
arc the side effects for the 
junkies; lower rates of AffiS and 
other infectious diseases and a 
dramatic drop in crime — saving 
the taxpayers money. 

“TR: crime situation is much 
better, and the program’s cheap,”

“And — above all — it works.” 

Marco and about 40 other 
addict.s treated by Crossline eadt 
pay $10 for o day’s supply of 
heroin. 

The center’s dean, if not spar- 
tan, atmosphere is unlike the 
filthy Zuridi rail yard that was a 
notorious junkie crash site until 
authorities dispersed the users in 
1995. 

A doctor supervises the users 


as (})cy inject themselves. Many 
of them will chat with other 
addicts, but the clinic is not u 
sodal center. 

Alcohol is not allowed inside 
and no heroin can leave the 
building. The drug is stored in a 
safe, behind locked doors. 
Dealers and other hangers^)n are 
not allowed to gatlicr outside. 

The addicts meet with coun- 
selors, tvho help them find hous- 
ing and odd jobs and guide them 
toward withdrawal. 

A review of the nationwide pro- 


gram says that at the outset, more 
than two-thirds of the addicts 
lived off illegal activities, like 
prostitution-and drug peddling. 
By the end of 1996, this fell to 10 
percent 

During the first six months of 
the program, the number of 
crimes committed by the addicts 
fell by about 60 percent 

“1 don’t have to resort to crime 
and I can get cheap and clean 
heroin when I need it," says 
Marco, who agreed to be inter- 
viewed on the condition that his 
last name not be used. 

“I now have the time and the 
will to plan my life ahead." 

Marco, a lanky man with wavy 
dork hair, looks straight Into his 
listener's eyes as he tolls his 
story. Ho left homcot 16 after his 
motlicr died; ho lost conma with 
his father. He fell into the drug 
scone and began selling heroin. 

By mid-1995, ho was a hard- 
ened addict. He’d been hospinl- 


ized once for an overdose and 
served four years in prison for 
dealing. Authorities then made 
him an offer He could get cheap 
heroin as long os he shov^ up at 
the center. There were no condi- 
tions, other than that he stop 
dealing. 

The basic belief underlying 
Switzerland’s heroin program is 
that its 30,000 or so addicts ore 
not criminals, but people in need 
of help. ' 

That liberal approach is 
opposed by the Association for 
Youth Without Drugs, which 
argues that abstinence is the only 
way to fight drug use. It’s spon- 
soring a national referendum to 
ban ml state-run drug progran^ 
which will go before voters in . 
^ptember. 

Vontobcl, the Crossline direc- 
tor. says such a course would be 
on “absolute catastrophe." 

“I used to work in abstinence 
therapy. J know how It can foil, I 


know many people just can’t dO 
it. I know people who dictj 
because of that," he says. “At 
least our program is a success in 
the respect in that all these peol 
pic arc still alive.” 

Switzerland has seen its drug 
deaths drop from 399 in l994 to 
312 last year. ; 

At least four of Marco’s friends 
have died this year. "One died 
last week of AIDS,” he recalls 
without emotion. 

Marco has managed to keep an 
apartment and occasionally work 
— he funds his habit with wclfarQ 
payments. Now he is focusing on 
the next step toward withdrawal 
In September, he’ll enter a twoi 
year therapy course at a fame- 
house in Itmy, where ho intend; 
to wean himsw off heroin. * 

“For everyone there comes a 
time to stop. And now its dme for 
me," he says. 

“Otherwise, ni just die in some 
gutter somewhere.”

Bond-like ejection capsule or a 
tlirill-a-minute flight plan. 

But the glistening silver, blue 
and white plane that has carried 
presidents around the world has a 
drama all its own and has long 
been a major attraction wherever 
it swoops down. 

“Next to the Oval Office, I tiiink 
it’s die most important symbol of 
American power in the world," 
said Marlin Fitzwatcr, press secre- 
tary to former presidems Ronald 
Reagan and George Bush. 

And it’s a symbol that goes 
wherever the president travels. 

The new Columbia Pictures 
movie in whicli terrorists hijack 
tlte jumbo 747 not only has gener- 
ated the predictable could-it-hap- 
pen speculation, but also has 
focused even more attention on 
wltat arguably may be the world’s 
most famous aircr^t. 

Air Force One groupies range 
from sclioolchildren to golf pros to 
royalty. Earlier this montli, King 
Juan Carlos I of Spain asked for a 
tour. Several years ago, Princess 
Diana arranged one for her two 
boys. 

The plane is unlike any com- 
mercial or corporate jet. It’s a fly- 
ing White House, with secure tele- 
phones and faxes, computers and 
photocopiers. It has a presidential 
office, conference room, shower 
and stateroom with twin beds. 

The jumbo Boeing 747 seats 
about 70 passengers and has 87 
pnones, 16 video monitors and 11 
videocassette recorders. It can fly 
9.600 miles without refueling, has 
a maximum airspeed^ of 7Dl mph, 
can be refueled in inidair and has 
special nnti-uttack capabilitias. 

In a written statement to The 
Dtiily Nows of New York recently, 
Bu.sh said, “It was reassuring to 
have a device tliat would fend off 
hcat-seeldng missiles.” 

Tlic plane’s equipment may be 
sopliisticated, but tliu decor is sub- 
tle. The current Air Force One 
was ordered during Ronald 
Reagan's second term; the color 
sciteme is California cat^ tones. 

The plane has a room for 
“major medical procedures” — 
and it’s occasionally the medical 
facility of choice during foreign 
trips. There are spadous compan- 
ments for the Secret Service, 
White House aides, visitors and a 


small press 
contingent. In 
each cabin 
there arc tele- 
visions, which 
show a choice 
of movies or, 
upon landing, 
pick up the 
local news. 
“It’s a won- 
Hsntonfoni derful airplane 
and a true 
compliment to the Reagans 
because they designed it with the 
needs of presidems and the work- 
ing staff and working press in 
mind,” said White House press 
secretary Mike McCurry. 

Over the years, the plane’s 
stewards have tended to the care 
and feeding of many presidents. 
The food, however, is not fancy. 
Government budgets must be 
ob.servcd. Breakfast borritos are 


regular fare. McCurry describes 
the meals as “Air Force, not like 


traveling on business class, but 
pretty go^.” 

Tlje Air Force crews made sure, 
for instance, that Lyndon Johnson 
had his Frcsca and Texas-style 
chili (no beans and grease scraped 
off); that Gerald Ford had A-1 
sauce for his cottage diecse; and 
that Ronald Reagan had macaroni 
and cheese with his meat loaf. 

They also picked up barbecue 
for Bush in Texas and kept the 
broccoli away from him. 

And they have worked hard to 
meet Clinton’s low-fat diet, with 
selections such as turkey sausage. 
But they also keep him in ginger 
ale, milk and chocobte chip cook- 
ies, and on a moment’s notice can 
whip up peach cobbler. 

Longtime steward Howie 
Franklin, who now manages the 
Brunswick County Airport in 
Southport, N.C., recalled how 
President Carter kept telling the 
stetvards thev didn't have to cut 
the crusts off bis sandwiches. 

Technically, Air Force One is 
the dcsignadon for whatever ai^ 
craft the president is aboard. 

■ There arc two 747s, which cost a 
total of $249 million, including 
spare engine parts. Occasionally, 
tlic president flics on smaller air- 
craft. 

The Air Force One designation 
and current exterior colpr scheme 
began with the Boeing 707 first 
used by President John F. 
Kennedy. 

Initial movie reviews from cur- 
rent and former White House offi- 


cials suggest that the makers of 
“Air Force One” did a good job of 
rccreadng tho plane. 

Tliey captured tlie earth tones, 
the swivel chairs and die docks 
that flash Washington, local and 
destination times. But die plane’s 
configuration is not exact, and lit- 
erary license apparendy produced 
the movie’s huge automatic 
weapons compartmenL 

Clinton arranged a tour of Air 
Force One for Ford (who plays the 
president) and several others asso- 
dated with the movie. Movie offi- 
cials, however, said no photos 
were allowed, and some things 
were off limits. 

Tlic tour came shordy after a 
Wyoming dinner party, where 
Clinton saw Ford ask actress 
Glenn Close to play his vice presi- 
dent. 

Despite the recent flap over the 
use of die president’s image in the 
new movie “Contact,” Clinton 
seems to lx: a big film fan. He has 
made several favorable comments 
about recent films that portray 
the presidency. He liked 
“Independence Day” but said it 
made him wonder whether he 
sliould take flying lessons. He par- 
ticularly liked die way die Seiret 
Service agents turned out in 
Wesley Snipes’ “Murder at 1600.” 

He has been so fascinated vrith 
“Air Force One" that he has 
vieived it iivicc, aides said. 

There are insider moments in 
the movie. The president, for 
example, greets “Danny” the pilot 
at the plane’s front door. That pre- 
sumably is a reference to Col. 
Danny Barr, tlie Texas Aggie who 
was a longtime pilot for die presi- 
dential aircraft before his retire- 
ment in 1996. 

However, Franklin, the long- 
time steword, observed that Barr 
irauld never have been waiting at 
the front door but rather upstairs 
in die co^pit. 

Also, without ^ving away the 
movie’s plot, suffice it to sai/ that 
no politically correct president 
would ever suy of Air Force One: 
“Get off Upland" 

Security procedures shoivn in 
die movie for the press differ con- 
siderably from those actually 
practiced. However, Fitzwatcr 
said he found the. early scenes 
plausible, before the movie took 
off into an Indiana Jones-type faiv 
tasy. And he noted that history 
shows various federal law enforce- 
ment organizations have liad their 
double agents.

Stately birds put the niagic in the valley

JEROME - Herons along the Snake 
River make life more interesting for 
people who take time to appreciate 
tiicra. 

Watching a great blue's stately flight 
across on azure sky or listening to the 
loud “wokl" of a bIack<rowncd night 
heron os it leaves its roost Is a pleasant 
reminder of the Magic Valley’s Aarms. 
Both are fedendly proteaod spcdcs. 

The great blue heron is the largest of . 
the dork herons, standing almost 4 feet 
tall with a wingspan of 6 feet. It is 
bluish-gray over most of its body, with 
its long ne^ topped by a head that sup- 
ports a spear-like beak. During the 
breeding season, the moles sport feath- 
ery bibs and black plumes that extend 
from their heads. 

Thin as a reed, they weigh only 6 to 8 
pounds. . 

Great blues fly with their necks 
tucked back over their backs and long 
legs extended to the rear. They are 
sometimes mistoken'for sandhill crones, 
which are brown and fly with their 
nc^ extended straight out. 

Except for the breeding season, they 
are primarily a solitary bird. 

Champion oncers, herons will stand 
perfectly still in fallow tvatw imtil an 
unwary fish swims by and, with a light- 
ning jab, the fish is speared for a meal 

They are extremely intelligent and 
wary, rarely letting a person approach 
within shotgun range while in open 
areas. 

Their predilection for fish has lured 
many great blues to fish hatcheries 
along the river. 

They can be aggressive near people 
while snatching trout from commerd^ 
hatcheries, said Dave Erickson, techiu-

col services director for Qcor Springs 
Foods Inc. To stop the depredation, 
many hatcheries have insnmed netting 
over their raceways. 

When alarmed, a great blue heron 
will emit a scries of four hoarse 
squawks. Some waterfowl hunters suc- 
cessfully exploit the big bird’s natural 
wariness by placing a great blue heron 
decoy among their duck decoys. 
Waterfowl evidently consider them- 
^ves safe when they see a great blue 
in the orco. 

Few predators arc effective in catch- 
ing great blue herons. 

The only successful attack I have wit- 
nessed took place on Clover Creek near 
Bliss. A golden eagle swooped down and 
hit a blue heron, resulting in a ^at 
doud of feathers honing in the ou:. It 
was over in a matter of seconds. 

Great blues will feed on a vorieW of 
foods. In ad^tion to fish, iheyhre been 
known to cat frogs and even crayfish. 


.^Vhen nesting, they tend to favor tall 
trees where a bulky nest of sticks is con- 
structed. They ore colony nesters, and n 
number of these rookeries are located 
on Snake River islands throughout the 
•Magic Valley. 

A recent visit to one of these rook- 
eries in the Hagermon Valley revealed 
a great concentration of great blues and 
black-crowned night herons, os well as a 
small colony of snoivy egrets and two 
rare cattle egrets. The noise was deaf- 
ening as the young birds and adults 
sounded their feeding and alarm calls. 
A strong odor permeated the area, and I 
had to wotch carefully to avoid being 
decorated from above. 

The resident herons have a layering 
system for nesting, with the black- 
crowns midway up the dense willow 
stands, the snowy emts on top of the 
willows, and great blues in the pent- 
houses atop the big cottonwoods. 

The block-crowned night herons 


stood around like hunchbacks of Notre 
Dame, with white fronts and black 
heads. The newly fledged young looked 
•entirely different in streaked brown 
and white outfits; they won't obtain 
their adult coloring until their third 
year. 

As their name implies, black-croivncd 
night herons can feed on fish in the 
dark. They are colony roosters and a 
hundred or more can be found in a sin- 
gle stand of trees. They begin their 
evening flights with their sharp “wok!” 
cry. 

Most herons fly to the coast or more 
southerly dimes as svinter sets in, but 
some hardy souls will stay where spring- 
fed open water continues to supply 
feeding areas. 

You know you’re in special comitry 
when you can see great blues sitting 
along the rocky rim of the Snake River 
Canyon, catching the rays of the early 
morning sun.

Ddly 
bag hmits would remain unchanged at 
seven ducks, but three hen mallards 
would be allowed — instead of one.

Fish and Gome also is interested in 
what people think of a proposal to 
extend the sharp-tailed grouse season 
from 16 days to 30 days.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN NA'HON- 
AL PARK (AP) — Go back in 
time and experience Trail Ridge 
; Road in ways you never imagined. 

; 1 Know it as an ancient sea floor. 
•See it rise in a mountain range, 
i that long predates the Rockies. 

■ Be there when nearby volcanoes 
belch superheated ash and lava 
. all around. 

- ; Sound unbelievable? Verify it 
for yourself. The evidence is 
abundant and plainly visible — in 
the rocks. 

A supreme viewing area 

- Few places in America exhibit 
the dynamism of the Earth’s geo- 
logical forces os dearly os Trail 
Ridge Road, says retired geolo- 
gist Omer B. Raup. Raup wrote 
jhe recently published “Geology 
Along Trail Ridge Road” (Falcon 
Rress Ihiblishing Co.). 

Raup wrote die book as a self- 
guided tour for motorists. It’s 
designed around 17 stops that 
illustrate various geological 
aspects. 

“Rocky Mountain park and 
Trail Ridge Road rank up among 
.the top five parks in the country 
dn terms of just being (geological- 
'ly) accessible to the visitor,” Raup 
said from his Lakewood, Colo., 
home. “There’s a lot of history 
there to comprehend, but it’s all 
right there in front of yoa” 

; To truly appredate what geolo- 
gists have to say about the view 
from Trail Ridge Road, though, 
you’ll have to expand your con- 
cept of time. Mountain building 
juid erosion work slowly, (^lo^- 
tal events are often measured in 
millions, if not billions, of years. 

If you reduce geologic time and 
events to a calendar year, Jan. 1 
is 4.5 billion years ago. The rocks 
that make up the bulk of the park 
were formed in August — about 
1.5 billion years ago. 

The current Rockies didn’t 
start to rise until Dec. 20 (130 mil- 
lion years ago), and the lost Ice 
Age was at 11:58 p.m. on Dec 31 
(20,000 years ago). , . i 

“We’re in an erosion cycle, but 
most people don’t realize how 
long those cycles take," said 
George Hodonan, a former geolo- 
gy teacher and park volunteer. 
■’You look at these mountains and 


they seem to bo very, very stable. 
Tve only been here for 37 years 
and I’ve seen no significant 
change. But when you calk about 
thousands or millions of years, 
you see significant change.” 

From sea to mountains 

The story begins 1.6 billion 
years ago, with an ocean where 
the mountains now stand. Sedi- 
ments that accumulated on the 
bottom were compressed into 
rocks. 

When the region was uplifted 
by a tectonic plate collision 1.7 
billion years ago, intense heat 
and pressure rccrystallizcd the 
sedimentary rocks into harder 
metamorphic rocks called gneiss 
(pronounced “nice") and schist 

Want to see what became of 
this andent sea bed? Just drive to 
Rock Cut, elevation 12,000 feet, 
where the twisted and weathered 
layers are on dear display. 

“They’ve been through hell. 
They’ve been up and down so 
many times, nobody really 
knows,” Raup said of the old 
metamorphic rocks. 

Liquid magma intruded into 
the mountains about 300 million 
years later and cooled to become 
granite. Longs Peak is a giant 
^ob of this granite. 

Mountains and volcanoes 

Longs and the rest of the 
Rockies were heaved skyward 
beginning 70 million years ago 
after plates on the western edge 
of North America collided. The 
budding mountains pulled the 
Earth’s crust apart in what’s now 
the western edge of the park. 

Magma migrated to this thin 
spot and .... BOOMI The Never 
Summer Mountains erupted 
between 29 and 24 million years 
ago. The volcanoes spewed ash 
and lava over a wide area. Over 
time, the materials solidified into 
volcanic rock. 

That’s how Trail Ridge’s Lava 
Cliffs were bom. 

“It’s really just the remnant of 
an enormous pile of volcanic 
ash,*’ Raup said. 

Specimen Mountain, best seen 
from the Gore Range Overlook, is 
also a heap of debris that had a 
fiery birth. 


“When I first staned working 
at (he park here, they used to say 
Specimen Mountain was on old 
volcano," Hockman said “But I 
think they were using tlicir imagi- 
nations a little biL” 

Don’t expect the Never 
Summers to blow their tops again. 
They’re dead. What you sec today 
arc the eroded nubs of volcanoes 
that used to be several thousand 
feet higher. 

TTw flnlshir^ tourfies 

The Rockies as they first rose 
were much different from what 
they arc today. That’s because 
^ders sculpted them, biting off 
chunks of mountains, widening 
narrow valleys, and heaping up 
great ridges of soil called 
moraines. 

Gladcrs arc essentially colos- 
sal, slow-moving ice cubis made 
by snow accumulation. They 
formed in this area during several 
Ice Ages from 1.6 million to a 
mere 15,000 years ago. 

From Forest Canyon Overiook, 
you can see where glaciers 
munched away huge chunks of 
Terra Tomnh Mountain, Stones 
Peak and Mount Ida. Climbers 
can thank glaciers for Longs 
Peak’s famed east face — the ice 
sheared off n slab of the peak, 
leaving The Diamond behind 

The park's largest gladcr was 
in the Colorado River Valley, best 
seen from Farview Curve. The ice 
that carved the valley was 20 
miles long and 2,200 feet thick. 

Moraines arc easily picked out 
from both Many Parks Curve and 
Rainbow Curve, Glaciers bull- 
dozed the now irce-covcrcd 
ridges os they moved up what are 
now open meadows. 

“Tlic gladcrs stripped away the 
■ soil and sculpted ^e mountains 
and left lots of big vertical cliffs,” 
Raup said. 

As a park volunteer, Hockman 
often answers questioos about the 
area’s geology. But he said you 
don’t need to kriow how the 
scenery got there to appredate it. 

“Some people simply appred-. • 
ate the beauty and thads fine for 
them," Hockman said “And oth- 
ers say, ‘Look at that, wonder how 
it happened.’ And they want to 
know more." 


Avoiding (or treating) dreaded poison ivy

Poison ivy is not poison, nor is 
it ivy. Neither is poison oak relat- 
ed to oak trees. Along with the 
not-rcolly poison sumac, they ore 
oU in the same catcgoiy of plants 
os the cashmv and mango tree. 

But for the most port, you just 
want to avoid the itch. Of course, 
the best ivay to do that is to avoid 
the plant. 

For poison ivy and sumac, it's 
best to get a field guide. The 
“leaves of three, let it be” rule is 
nice, but by no means foolproof. 
The crafty plant can have ns 
many as 17 leaves. Subtle differ- 
ences separate poison sumac 
from its innocuous cousin. 

But what if you realize you’ve ' 
just wandered through a bunch of 
the stuff and it’s all over your legs? 

First, don't touch it. You con 
only spread it. And if you do get 
it on ^ur hands somehow, don’t 
touch your face or other sensitive 
fildn. If you do, you’ll end up like 


me, caught in conversations 
about poison ivv, 

Move quickly to the nearest 
source of water. A cool stream 
works nicely, but remember, you 
have at most 30 minutes to get 
the oil off your skin. Soap helps, 
and swabbing the area with alco- 
hol Inter wouldn’t hurt 
But chances ore, despite your 
precautions, you’re going to get it. 

The reaction progresses some- 
thing like this: swelling and red- 
ness, then blistering and oozing, 
and then crusting ond drying, 
itching is common throughout 
Essentially, you want to treat 
your ddn the opot^ic of how it’s 
treating you. As blisters form and 
ooze, dry it out with rubbing alco- 
hol and keep it away from any- 
thing that might irritate it. 
Scratching the softened skin 
could causen real infection. 

Clear-drying poison ivy lotion 
(about $5 for a six-ounce bottle) 
works os well os anything. Later, 
when the skin starts to dry out, 


try refrigerated aloe lotion. 

For more severe atcocks, long- 
lasting symptoms, or if the reac- 
tion causes nausetf, severe facial 
sivclling, dizziness or interferes 
ivith breathing, go to a doctor. 
He or she may prescribe corti- 
sone, a kind of steroid. It has sev- 
eral side effects, but has been 
shown to reduce symptoms. 
Over-the-counter cortisone 
creams arc too weak to be effec- 
tive. 


Florida’s fascinaring Silver 
River offers fun canoe trip

OCALA, Fla. - Paddling down 
the Silver River, you feel like 
you're on a tour of the set for 
Tarzan. Towering oaks fit for a 
tree house. Plenty of vines to 
swing from. Bands of monkeys 
clustered on the river’s edge. 

Accounts differ os to how the 
monkeys got here. This was the 
set for the early Johnny Weiss- 
muller jungle Qicl^ some say the 
monkeys arc descendants of 
movie extras. A Silver River 
State Park patrol officer stud the 
animals were brought to an 
island here in the 1950$ by o boat 
tour operator to give customers 
something to look at. The opero- 
lor didn’t know they could swim. 
The)' escaped, were fruitful and 
multiplied. 

However the monkeys got 
here, they help moke the Silver 
River 0 fascinating waterway to 
explore by canoe. 

Fed by Silver Spring, the aqua- 
timed waters arc dear enough 
for paddlcrs to discern individual 
bark outlines of sunken trees 25 
feet deep. Puffs of sand like tiny 
mushroom douds indicate where 
fresh water bubbles come up 
from the center of the earth. 
Huge iargemouth boss leisurely 
swim by, seemingly unafraid of 
canoes. Maybe they know fishing 
is prohibited. From all directions 
come the distinctive calls of 
birds: the screams of limpkins, 


drumming- of woodpeckers, 
cheep^eepcheep of ospreys. 

Paddlcrs can put in at Ray 
Wayside Pork on State Route 40 
cast of the town of Silver Spring, 
head upstream until fatigue sets 
in, then float back to the park 
with the currenL 

After a lunch or rest break, 
paddlcrs can organize a car shut- 
tle, heading downstream for as 
far as they’d like on the Ockla- 
waha. A convenient take-out spot 
is Gore’s Landing, a Marion 
County park seven miles down- 
stream from the S.R. 40 put-in. 

The Ocklawaha starts off trans- 
parent where it intersects with 
Silver Spring but quickly dark- 
ens to a tannin color. A short dis- 
tance downriver, paddlcrs 
encounter an onachronistically 
toll concrete bridge, which one 
Broward Sierra Club member 
called a ’’monument to a bad 
idea." 

The bridge was built as part of 
the Cross Florida Barge Canal 
project cc stopped in 1971 cc 
which permanently altered the 
flow of the 96-milc-Iong river. 
Federal, state and local govern- 
ments and environmental groups 
still are arguing about how and 
whether to restore the Ockla- 
waha to its natural course. 

Though not pristine like the

Forest. Paddlcrs report spotting 
otters, bald eagles and the 
Florida scrub jay. Bass and brim 
arc abundant, but it’s hard to see 
them because of the river’s 
opaqueness. Personal watercraft 
show up on the river in increas- 
ing numbers these days, over- 
whelming the background sounds 
of rustling oaks and bird colls. 

For canoeists pining for a boat- 
free stream, there’s the seven- 
mile-long Juniper Springs run, 
originating 22 miles east of Silver 
Spring, just off S.R. 40. 

Visitors rhapsodize about this 
dear, shallow waterway flanked 
on both sides by lush vegetation. 
On cool mornings, a ghostly mist 
rises from the creek, swathing 
the greenery in a vapor vail. 
Raccoons creep across the 
sircambcd on fallen log arch- 
isays, looking for handouts. 

About five miles ddvmstrcain, 
the dense palmetto, cypress and 
oak forest gives way to open 
marsh. Stately herons stand 
almost dose enough for paddlcrs 
to touch. Broward Sicmins once 
encountered a family of otters 
swimming beside the canoes, frol- 
icking and snorting 

The run condudes at Juniper 
Wayside Park on S.R. 19. 

Touring stretdics of the Silver, 
Oddawaha and Juniper by canoe 
is easily accomplished in a single 
ivcckcnd. The experience is well 
worth the six-hour drive from 
South Florida.

Yakima hatchery an experiment 
in restoring natural salmon mns 




CLE ELUM, Wash. (AP) — An 
experimental hatchery designed 
to improve natural salmon runs 
on the Yakima River is finolly 
open for business. 

After years of study and 
debate, the hatchery will produce 
its first salmon this year. 

When it reaches full operation 
next year, the 15-acre hatchery 
will produce 800,000 salmon 
smolts that will be planted in 
three locations. 

The plan is that these fish will 
home in on those locations, rather 
than the hatchery, when they 
return to lay the eggs that will be 
.the next generation. 

The Yaknma Indian Nation 
operates the hatchery, along with 
the state Dcpaitmcnr of Fish and 
Wildlife. 

The Northwest Power Planning 
Council is funding the S20 million 


experimental hatchery os port of 
a $70 million project to restore 
Yakima River salmon runs. 

The Yakima project is on alter- 
native to the meat factories that 
hatcheries have been traditional- 
ly, council spokesman John 
Harrison said 

“This Yakima production pro- 
ject and all of its components are 
the most ambitious of any of the 
production projects wc have 
undertaken," Mai^n said.

Things to consider when choosing a boat to fit your needs 


The popularity of inshore fishing has 
exploded in the last decade, and that has 
- changed the way people buy boats. Fly- 
fishennen and light-tnddc oncers will tell 
you that inshore fishing, also Imown as 
flats Hshing, offers greater fishii^ opportu- 
nities and challenges. 

As tt result, more people ore considering 
purchases of flats boats or light-tackle 
skiffs. These boats arc simple yet complex, 
because they have to maneuver in 2-foot 
shallows as well as 2-foot seas. 

They must be easy to pole in shallow 
water, yet stable and dry enough to get you 
safely home in rough water; There are a 
variety of boats to choose from, and you 
should take yow time to compare them. 

How do you determine the right boat 
for you? Here arc some suggestions from 


the c!xpcrts: 

• The 90-10 rule. First-time buyers often 
make th^ mistake of buying a boat that 
only meets 10 percent of their needs. To 
buy the right sl^f, consider how you’ll be 
using the boat 90 percent of the time. An 
angler who poles his boat will want a differ- 
ent hull than someone who is fishing large 
bays and n*a pg p boat with a trolling motor. 

• Length and beam. Purchase the small- 
est boat that you can. By sticking to the 
smallest boat that fits your requirements, 
you will Hnd tmilcrlng, launching, retriev- 
ing and poling will be easier and more 
enjoyable. 

Some boat companies insist that a wider 
boat vritK more beam is more stable and 
will handle rougher seas. That's not always 
correct. Keel design, bow entry and hull 
design all play a role. 

A narrow hull with a steep bow entry 


will slice through swells and chop like a 
l^c, vdule a boat with a wider beam and 
less bow entry porpoise, or bounce, in 
rough conditions. A narrow hull also is cos- 
ier to pole b^usc it will piVot and turn 
more quickly. The steeper entry also 
reduces hull slap, or the sound of waves 
hitting the hi^ That noise can spook fish 
in shallow water. 

A ft^-Icngth keel also is important. It 
makes Ae l^t track better under power 
and keeps the boat from wandering when 
poling. 

• Dry ride. Because of the skiffs' low 
profile and lower freeboard, many buyers 
wonder how dry these croft are under cer- 
tain condinons. On a nice day, almost any 
boat offers a dry, comfortable ride. A well- 
designed skiff can handle most sea condi- 
tions, but the operator's skill makes a dif- 
ference. 


One design feature that can keep bow 
spray to a minunum in an open skiff is lap- 
straicc construction on the hull. A Ijoat 
with lapstnikc construction features a hull 
with wrinkles or steps that knock do^ 
spray before it con splash into the cockpit. 

Adding freeboard or high sides, doesn’t 
ensure a dry ride cither. More freeboard 
greatly affects the influence of wind on the 
boat when poling and running. Lower free- 
board combined with a bpst^c construc- 
tion on the hull may be a better combination. 

• Fit, finish and material. One of the best 
indications of quality in design and con- 
struction is the fit and finish of hardware 
and components. 

• Shopping for a boat. Visiting dealers 
and going to boat shows arc the first steps. 
Through the manufacturer, contact a lo^ 
guide or charter captain who is using the 
some boat you're interested in.

One of the moet oglle and acrobatic creature* on earth, the falcon 
became almost extinct only two decades ago from the agricultural use of DDT, now banned. 

Peregrine falcon ready to swoop 
off endangered species list - or is it? 


SANTA FE. N.M. (AP) — 
Thousands of feet up, the pere- 
grine circles effortlessly, dipping 
and gliding, riding thermals, 
seemingly content ivith its God’s- 
eye view of the world. 

Then suddeiJy the raven-siicd 
falcon folds its wings and drops, 
slowly at first, then fast — amaz- 
ingly fast — until its sleek, stream- 
lined body is sacaming through 
the air like a bullet at speeds 
approaching 200 mph. 

You watch it plummet down- 
ward and then you notice what it’s 
headed for another bird, a swal- 
low flying exposed over a river 
benveen nvo cliffs. 

It appears the peregrine is 

K g to slam into the swallow 
first, but at the lost minute it 
pulls up, sticks out its clawed feet 
^ which it has balled up like two 
fists — and delivers a punch a 
boxer would be proud of. 

The concussion Imocks the sival- 
low sidewo^ and downwards. The 
peregrine intercepts it before it 
can reach the ground. 

Dinner. 

“It's one of the most efficient 
predators of other birds that has 
ever existed,” says Steve Hoff- 
man, sdcnce director with Hawk- 
Watch International, a raptor con- 
servadon organisadon founded in 
New Mexico and now based in 
Salt Lake Gty. 

“And its aerial acrobadcs arc 
exceptional. You can sit all day 
and watch them and never be 
bored,” Hoffman added. 

Back in the 1960s, there weren’t 
too many American peregrine fal- 
cons to watch. It had vanished cost 
of the Mississippi and its total pop- 
ulation elsewhere in the country 
had fallen to less than 100 pairs. 

The reason for its demise, just 
as ivith the bald ea^c, was DDT. 
A boon for farmers in the post- 
World War II era, the pesticide 
wreaked havoc with creattnes at 
the top of the food chain. 

Every time a peregrine ingested 
a small bird that had eaten an 
insect that had absorbed minute 
amounts of DDT, the falcon was 
getting a highly concentrated dose 
of the chemical 

The results were devastating. 
High mortality among adult bird& 
Abnormal reproductive behavior. 
Alterations in calcium metabolism 
that resulted in thin eggshells that 
broke during incubation. 

A bird that millions of years of 
evolution had formed Into a mag- 
nificent and fearsome aerial pred- 
ator ivould olmost certainly have 
gone extinct within a matter of 
decades had not DDT production 
in the U.S. been banneo in’1972. 

The federal government’s desig- 
nation of the bird in 1970 as on 
endangered spedcs one of the 
first creatures to receive such pro- 
tection — also helped. So did cap- 
tive breeding and release pro- 
grams that were begun in the 
1970s and continue to this day. 

• Thefruitsof.iherecoveryeffon 
— estimated to have cost about 
$20 million — arc being realized. 
The falcon’s population in the 
lower 48 states nas rebounded 
s t^old to about 1,000 pairs. 
Everyone agrees the return of 
the peregrine — like the recovejy 



of the bald eagle — is a major 
environmental success story. The 
question is, when should victory 
be declared? 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, the agency charged with 
protecting imperiled species, 
touched off the debate in June 
1995 when it made public its 
intention to take the peregrine off 
the endangered spedes list. 

Rather than being a cause for 
those who have fought for the 
peregrine to come together and 
congratulate cacli other, the pro- 
posal has instead created divisions. 

Twenty-four state isTldlifc orga- 
nizations submitted formal 
responses to the Fish and Wildlife 
proposal in the summer and fall of 
1995. Exactly half came out in 
support of delisting, while the 
other half — including the New 
Mexico Game and Fish Depart- 
ment'- expressed opposition. 

At the crux of the debate arc 
tivo different sets of data. 

Those who believe the bird has 
recovered to the point that it no 
longer needs federal protection 
point to the dramatic increase in 
the number of breeding pairs. 

In the Rocky Mountain and 
Southwest states, for example, 
1994 surveys found 559 pairs -'- 
well above the goal of 183 breed- 
ing pairs that had been set several 
years before. 

“Wo believe it's time to take the 
bird off the list and move on to 
protecting ocher spedes in trou- 
ble,” said Lloyd Kiff, sdcnce direc- 
tor for the Peregrine Fund — an 
Idaho-based organization that has 
released 4,CX)0 captivc-raised birds 
into the ivild since the early 1970s, 

Kiff said the organization is so 
sure the bird is back tliat it’s going 
to terminate its captive release 
program at the end of this year. 

Those who have a different per- 
spective on the recovery of the 
peregrine don’t dispute the num- 
ber of breeding pairs has rebound-

ed What they’re concerned about 
is breeding success — or rather 
the lack of it — among certain 
peregrine populations. 

One such population is in New 
Mexico, where falcon hatchlings 
have dedined 36 percent since 
1988. Whether this has anytiung 
to do with the fact that peregrines 
in New Mexico tend to migrate 
south to Mexico — where DDT is 
still in use — is undcor. 

Hoffman, who also feels Fish 
and Wildlife is being too hasty, 
said that instead of delisting the 
spedcs everywhere, the agen^ 
could instead delist the bird in 
places where it is dearly doing 
ivell and hold off on delisting it in 
areas like New Mexico where Its 
status is uncertain. 

Steve Spangle of Fish and Wild- 
life’s soumwestem headquarters 
in Albuquerque said the agency is 
aware “there arc localized areas 
where production is probably less 
than de^ble.” 

But he also sold various “recov- 
ery teams” that have been set up 
in different regions of the country 
believe the number of breeding 
pairs is more important than how 
many offspring those pairs are 
producing. 

Meantime, while the New Mexi- 
co peregrine population may be 
hadng some reproductive trou- 
bles, there are some positive 
• signs. 

Terrell Johnson, a Los Alamos- 
bosed wildlife biologist, said most 
of the habitat known to have ha^ 
bored peregrines prior to the use 
of DDT has been reoccupied. 

Hoffman said spri^ migration 
counts over the Sondia Mountains 
in Neiv Mexico this spring record- 
ed 91 peregrines, almost twice as 
many as have been detected in 


are Rocky Mountain peregrines 
— some may be from the arctic — 
it’s clearly a good sign.

The June increase, which was stronger 
than expected, was the steepest since 
sales jumped 11.6 percent in October 
1996.

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Tax bill may produce some 
unintended consequences 


HAGERSTOWN, Md. (AP) — 
Lcnzica Mosby Jr. stopped selling 
beer and dgarettes at his grocery 
store for the good of his customers. 
Now he is the one who's suffering. 

After 35 years of steady busi- 
ness, his customers stopped com- 
ing. 

“Accolades are fine, but what I 
need are more sales,” the grocer 
said, sitting behind his faded blue-’ 
green counter on a painfully slow 
July afternoon. 

Three months after his decision, 
his shelves are becoming bare. 
Fresh meat goes bad before he can 
sell it. One day this month, five 
people came by in an hour. Three 
boujdit a soda or hot dog. The oth- 
ers left shaking their heads at 
Afosby’s lectures an the evils of 
smotdng and drinking. 

"Fve gotten cursed out by some 
people, calling me idiot, stupid,” 
Mosby, 63, said. “One man said, 
‘You ^ould be committed."’ 

Even his son says he is out of his 
:mind. 

Deer, wine and especially dga- 
■rettes accounted for half the sales 
at Meshy’s Grocery Mart, a brmvn- 
brick, comer store he has run for 
35 years in a mostly poor, black 
neighborhood. 

. People came from all over for 
his smokes, which were cheaper 
than sold at other stores in this 
blue-collar town of 35,000. 

But then Mosby got stabbed. He 
survived, but only after three oper- 
•adons — and a change of heart. It 
happened when a doctor told him 
that he would not have survived 
the operations if he had smoked. 

“SVhen I came back to iljc store, 

1 felt guilty >vhen I sold a pack of 
dgarettes,” he said “I didn’t want 
to be the cause of any more young 
people starting to smoke.” 

Mosby said he .expected to lose 
business, but not this much. 

Sales arc down 75 percent. 
Formerly lo;^ customers now buy 
their groceries where they can get 
smokes and beer. They also go 
elsewhere for pool tables and 
video games, which he also ban- 
ished from his store 

“Tvo got to walk further to get my 
cigarettes now," said Cheryl 
WiUiams, who lives Around the co^ 
ncr. 'T don't like it, but it’s his stora” 

David Gaines walks three blocks 
for beer now and pays 50 cents 
more per six-pack. “For the neigh- 
borho^ I think it was a bad ded- 
sion,” he said. 

Mosby's son, Lcnzica 3rd, 
doesn't like it, either. 

“I tliink it’s foolish," he said. “It' 
was his largest selling product.

.Area churches donated several 
thousand dollars to help Mosby ' 
with expenses. Mosby said he has 
borrowed from Ids life insurance to 
make his 52,000 monthly mortgage 
payments.

No one’s arguing cduplcs would 
have more children just to take 
advantage of the S500 per child 
credit, or that anyone could post- 
pone death until after the Jan. 1 
effective date of the larger estate 
tax exemption. 

But even small changes in tax 
law can act as powerful levers, 
altering Uic way taxpayers condua 
their financial lives, from what 
they buy and sell to when, how and 
how much they save. 

A classic case of unintended con- 
sequences, stretching the point 
only a hit, is liie savings and loan 
crisis. A change in depreciation 
ndes in die 1981 tax aa spurred a 
boom in commercial real e.sfate. 
But the favorable treatment was 
taken away by the 1986 act. The 
boom busted and hundreds of 
S&Ls that had invested heavily 
went belly up. 

Here are a few areas to watch 
prospectively. 

THE STOCK ALVRKEH Reducing 
tlie top rate on capital gains from 28 
percent to 20 percent should make 
stocks a more attractive investment 
in die long run. But in die sliocT term, 
an already high-priced market could 
be hit by a wave of selling from 
investors ivho’vc wanted to cash in 
dieir gains but were waiting to make 
sure the lower rate was signed into 
law.

East wins and returns a 
spade to Soulh’.s ace, and South 
counters by cashing his diamond 
ace and leading anolher diamond. 
This builds a diamond winner in 
dummy, giving South his ninth 
winner, with dummy's heart ace 
as the vita! entry.

Rewarding children is an 
ancient tool to motivate, one 
every parent and teacher has 
turned to — as a spontaneous last 
resort if not a premeditated strat- 
egy. 

Gold stars for making the bed. 
Chocolate dessert for eating veg- 
gies. Extended curfew for acing 
the exam. When rewards ore 
accompanied by warm contact — 
not used by ctmausted or preoc- 
aipicd parents to ovoid spending 
time svith kids — the lesson can 
be positive, especially for 
younger kids, child-care special- 
ists say. 

But in the '90s, as grown-ups 
grope for ways to control kiris, 
"Do this, cam chat" ho.s become a 
mantra. At a time when expens 
suggest older kids — teens and 
pre-teens, for example, should be 
receiving more symbolic rewards, 
some parents are giving ca.sh for 
good grades, cars and clothes for 
compliance. 

Most educators agree — some 
enthusiastically, other reluctantly 
— that within reason, incentives 


can jump-start lagging students 
and recognizee kids already 
doing well. 

“I think anything we can do 
that can offer a student some 
type of incentive — I’m for it at 
this stage,” said Bob Swales, 
Plantation, Fla., High School’s 
guidance director. And material 
rewards seem to work best: 
“When you talk to kids about 
shopping and buying power, it 
pushes their buttons." 

The theory: It’s naive these 
days not to try offbeat approach- 
es to motivate kids, and better to 
reinforce positive steps, however 
small, than to focus on negative 
behavior. 

“Throughout our society, we 
have rewards for a job well 
done,” said David Smith, dean of 
the College of Education at the 
University of Florida. “The prob- 
lem comes when rewards arc 
Inappropriate in scope or size." 

' Jon Bailey, a Florida State 
University psychologist, says his 
studies have shown that kids’ 
behavior, performance and atti- 
tude do significantly improve 
^^^th rewards. 

Bailey is impressed with 


jostens Renaissance, a national 
incentive program started by the 
Minnesota company that makes 
high school «Jass rings. Tlip pro- 
gram, which lets students cam 
store discounts and other perks, 
is anivc in 4,000 schools nation- 
wide. 

“You can spend 80 percent of 
your time looldng for kids break- 
ing rules," says Renaissance’s 
marketing manager, Mary 
Lenard. “We’re talking about 
spending 80 percent of your titno 
recognizing lads for their positive 
choices » higher GPAs, raising 
SATs, better attendance. 

A renaissance survey of 1,100 
schools that use the program 
found thac 

• 95 percent improved GPAs. 

• 72 percent improved atten- 
dance. 

• 60 percent cut disciplinary 
problems. 

• 42 percent cut the dropout 
rare. 

“We encourage the schools to 
target the students they think 
need the help.” Lenard said. “If 
kids go from D’s to C’s, they 
should be getting some recogni- 
tion for that.”

"We told him, ‘No, tliis is fami- 
ly time,"’ Doherty says. "It was 
then I realized that this had 
become a ritual. I don’t tliink my 
son was pleased at first, but he 
shrugged it off. I think he came 
to enjoy it as much as we did.”

DALLAS — It’s 5 o’clock at the 
Valden household. Four-year-old 
Cristen is chasing 2-year-old 
Daivn through the house, their 
squeals drowning out the kitchen 
radio. Twclve-year-old Brittany is 
trying to make a salad, but she 
doesn’t remember how to slice 
the lettuce. Fourteen-year-old 
April needs a biblical verse for 
the evening’s study group at' 
ciiurch. 

Their mother, Marie Valden, 
stands in the center of their 
Arlington kitchen, pivoting, 
directing, scolding, turning the 
frying clucken and scooping out 
watermelon balls. Every now and 
then, she glances at the clock. 

Time is flying. The four girls 
need to eat. The two little ones, 
need fresh tops and the entire 
family needs to be strapped ^safe- 
ly into the van and on their way 
to church in less than two hours. 

But the children need, want 
and demand Valdcn’s attention, 
and she is locked in an odd ballet 
to get it all done. 

Some people coll it the arsenic 
hour, that time of day eveiy par- 
ent knows and dreads. Whether 
you’ve worked all day or tended 
to your youngsters at home, when 
the day draws to a close and early 
evening begins, even the most 
organized households tend to 
sputter and collapse. 

“You’ve run around all day ■ 
and it’s not time to go bed,” 
says Valden. “I think every- 
body’s blood sugar is getting 
low and you’re trying to 
squeeze it all in. Children do 
not understand time or 



patience. They want whatever 
now.” 

With modern America 
pulling families in a thousand 
directions, family experts have 
called for a return to the tradi- 
tional dinner hour. They speak 
of rituals that help parents and 
children reconnect with each 
other at the end of a busy day. 
But they also acknowledge the 
chaotic transition into the 
evening hours.

But they have dinner td 
cook, children to soothe, moil tp 
open and tclcp^nc calls to 
return. ■ 

Add in sports practices of 
games and a store trip for sup;- 
plies needed the next day at 
school, and the arsenic hours hit 
full stride. 

“It’s hard to have a ritual 
here," acknowledges William 
Doherty, a family psychologist 
and author of “The Intentional 
Family." In his book, he advo- 
' cates that families create ritu- 
als to help them stay anchored 
in the mad rush of American 
life. 

“Maybe you can have your 
child do other activities, like 
watch a video or cat a healthy 
sna^ while you prepare a meal," 
he says. •

If you arc among the parents struggling 
right now with the question of whether to 
have your child repeat kindergarten or 
first ^ade, maybe you can take some com- 
fort in knowing that you arc right to be 
striiggling. 

There are no easy answers when it comes to 
the question of repeating a grade. Port of the 
problem is that the issue is on emotional one 
for parents, plunging us back to our own child- 
hoods, when anyone who “stayed back” was 
labeled a dummy. 

More important than those emotional entan- 
glements, though, is the controversy that sur- 
rounds hold a child back. 

Professionals say it is a trend that peaked in 
the ‘80s, after research began to show that 
children who are lagging will do better if they 
are promoted and, if needed, receive some 
specialized programming designed just for 
them. Massachusetts, for instance, issued a 
policy paper five years ago discouraging 
schools from holding students' back. 
Nonetheless, in many school system nation- 
wide, having a child repeat is still a popular 
solution for teacher tvben a child hasn’t kept 
up with peers. 

The explanation teachers most frequently 


offer is that a child needs “a year to grow,” 
tliat he’s “immature,” according to school psy- 
chologist Gilbcn Grcdicr, a professor at the 
University of South Carolina and one the lead- 
ing researchers in the field. 

Grcdicr has no patience for this. Neither 
docs development psychologist Susan 
Hcgland, whose area of research is kinder- 
garten curriculum and children’s success. 
“Lack of maturity’ is a total copout,” she said. 
“Not even flowers mature without the right 


environment.” 

Their point is that parents should assume 
the school is failing, not (he child. “It is the 
school’s job to meet the needs of each diild, 
not the child’s job to meet the school’s expec- 
tations,” Hcgland said. Tliis gets accomplished 
when curricula are “devclopmcntally appro- 
priate” — in other words, when material is 
presented in a way that matches the cJiild’s 
level of development, not necessarily his 
chronological age.

• Multiple choice. True-false. 
Matctog. Fill in the blanks. Essay. 
So many kinds of tests. 

What is the best way to 
approach them? There are tech- 
niques unique to each. 

First, here's what you need to 
know about multiple^oice tests, 
lijc kind most frequently ^ven: 

• Read the dir^ons carefully. 
Can there be more than one cor- 
rect answer per questions? Be sure 
to find out. 

^ • 'Work quickly. Skip over the 
questions you’re unsure of, mark- 
ing them with a symbol so you’ll 
remember to come back to them 
iater. 

• In answering each, first study 
ilie stem, or the. question. Circle 
any qurtiifiers, words such ns “sel- 
dom,” “usually,” “always,” “only" 
and “never.” Be especially careful 
when answering questions that 
contain words of this type. 

' • Always guess the answer 
before reading the choices. Then, 
read all the choices before moking 
your decision. Eliminate obvious 
ivrong answers. 

• Watch for grammatical dues. 
For example, if the last word of 
the stem is an "an,” you know the 
answer will bc^ with a vowel 

■ • If you’re still stuck, try read- 
ing the stem scporatdy with each 
possible anstver. 

• Check your woric Have a very 
good reason for chan^ng anything 
b^iisc your first response is usu- 
ally correct. Be sure to anstver the 
questions you had skipped over, 
.too. 


Making the grade 
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Where to find great 
science project ideas

Any parent who has ever suf- 
fered tlirough a child’s schtwl sd- 
ence project can say a mental, 
“tliank you” to L. Pat Kite. 

The Newark, Calif.-based 
writer has 'just published, 
“Garden Wizardry for Kids” 
(Barron’s Educational Series, 
$14.95). Written for children in 
kindergarten through sixth 
grade, the book presents dozens 
of safe — and inexpensive — sd- 
cncc projects. 

The illustrations 
by Yvette 
Santiago Banck 
arc a perfect 
matdi. 

“It turned out 
better than I 
ever expected,” 
said Kite about 
her 14th book for kids. 

A former garden writer, Kite, 
57, went back to her garden 
roots, so to speak, to create sci- 
ence projects that'Start with 
things which grow. 

“Inexpensively, too,” she said. 
Most projects r^y on seeds that 
costSl or less. 

Kite is a judge for sdcncc fairs 
for primary grades and, she says, 
that’s how the book come about. 
She found that some kids tried 
hard but didn’t do too well with 
their projects. The books they 
were searching were too complex 
or the experiments required 
expensive equipment. 

“But there are experiments 
that can be done easily and 
cheaply,” she said. “1 designed 
those using only ordinary seeds 
that could-bc purchased at any 
nursery.” 

For months, her house was full 
or jars and plastic foam cups con- 
taining seeds in different lighting 
situations. 

She also found that books on 
the market for kids tend to deal 
mth outdoor gardens. 

“Today’s child doesn’t always 
live on a farm in Oliio,” slie said. 
“Today’s cliild lives in a condo or 
apartment witli limited space for 


growing things. So I wanted 
things that could b.e grown 
indoors easily. 

“Then, I love mythology and 
folklore,” said Kite, who writes 

— and publishes — romance nov- 
els as a sideline. “1 decided to 
add that to make stories more 
interesting for the kids because 
gardening is more than just 
planting. It is stories and legends 
and talcs that date back to the 
beginning of history.” 

The combination is what sets 
this kid-sci book 
apart from simi- 
lar efforts. 

“For the child- 
comparing the 
number of seeds 
in applic.s (a sci- 
ence project), 
there is also the 
history of applies, 
apple folklore 
and apple games. For the bean 
seed grower, there arc Native 
-American legends, bean crafts 
and a munber of growing experi- 
ments. So it’s fun and education- 
al,” she said. 

In the end. Kite came up with 
18 indoor plant-growing experi- 
ments using food seeds that 
answer such questions as: How 
much moisture do bean seeds 
need to start growing? Do veg- 
etable leaves have (he same vein 
pattern? Docs' all plain popcorn 
taste alike? 

.To encourage kids to think 
about the ans^vers, each project 
ask their opinions before and 
after the tests. 

Otlicr chapters deal tvith rais- 
ing earthworms, pill bugs and 
snails — Kite think that is "an 
ideal science fair undertaking” 

— and another chapter deals , 
with growing herbs. 

Going beyond science and his- 
tory, Kile also presents 21 easy 
flower craft projects, which kids 
and their parents will adore. 

• Among these are simple-io-follow 
instructions for making corncob 
dolls, flower balls, seed pictures, 
pressed flowers, dried leaves and 
fruit stamp decorations.

When to keep a chiM 
home from school

Johnny’s got a bellyache. 
Should you keep him home? 

Pediatricians know that they 
are up against parents who must 
get to work, but they and scliool 
officials say parents should fol- 
low those guidelines for the 
health of their own children and 
for everyone at school. 

Mo.st schools ask parents to 
call if their child is out sick 
and to explain the circum- 
stances, so tlic icaciicr will 
understand the child's absence 
and be alerted to any commu- 
nicable infection, 

If school officials suspect a 
health threat to other children, 
they'll inform state public-health 
officials, who work with the 
school to notify the parents, if 
nccc.ssary. 

“Wc first assess the situation 
because wc don't want to alarm 
parents needlessly," said Marda 
Bynoc, clinical nursing supervi- 
sor for Brownqrd County (Fla.) 
public schools. This is the proce- 
dure followed, for instance, in 
cases of lice, measles or meningi- 
tis. 

What about keeping home a 
child who is' taking an antibiot- 
ic? A child on antibiotics for a 
strep infection — one of the 
most common childhood infec- 
tions -- should stay homc.for the 
Hrst 24 hours after starting the 
medicine, said Dr. Arnold L. 
Tanis, a Hollywood, Fla., pedio- 
(rician. That’s how long it takes 
to start wiping out' germs that 
can be coughed all over a class- 
room. 

Ear infections, though, don’t 
sprcacl,'so a child who isn’t too 
uncomfortable can go to 
school, Tanis said. Although 
colds arc infections, kids old 
enough to hold their hands

1. • Kids resent when parents 


invade their privacy, and right- 
ly so. It stifles their ability to 
cultivate independence. Uidcss 
you suspect a major problem, 
resist the urge to read their 
notes or go through their draw- 
ers, backpacks or closets. And 
never listen in on phone con- 
versations. It's not worth losing 
their trust. 

• Be consistent, and only set 
rules you intend to enforce. 
Punishment should never be 
more extreme because you're 
angry, not should it be more 
relaxed or ignored bccousc 
you're too tired to deal with it 
or feel sorry for the kid. 

• Just because you always 
did your homework right after 
dinner at your desk with strong 
overhead ligliting doesn't mean 
this is the best way for your 
children to do theirs. Their 
learning styles might be very 
different from yours. Have 
them explain to you how they 
study best, and then make a 
real effort to honor their pref- 
erences. 

•. Above all, remember that 
one of the most effective ways 
to help your children become 
happy, well-adjusted adults is 
to create a warm and support- 
ive environment at home. Ask 
yourself honestly if you arc 
spending enough time with 
your kids.

Texas town copes with pulling MTV’s plug

ALBANY, Texas — Joyce 
Knight doesn’t think that MTV is 
; evil or Satanic, and maybe not 
even the worst thing that cable 
.television pipes into this West 
' Texas town of 1,900, 

' But she looks around at a sod- 
‘cty of declining moml.s, foul lan- 
' ' guage and weakened families. 
' She worries about what kids in 
Albany are seeing and hearing 
without their parents’ supervi- 
sion. She even secs her 8-ycar-old 
grandson getting sassicr and 
more rebellious after sneaking 
pecks at “Bcavis and Butt-head." 

“The kids here arc good kids, 
but they won't be good kids for 
long if wc keep filling their 
minds with that trash,” soys 
Knight, a clerical worker. 
. “Maybe there’s a lot worse than 
. MTV, but you do have to start 
somewhere. 

“When I prayed about it, God 
told me to get a petition going.” 

That petition asked TCI, which 
provides Albany’s cable system, 
to drop MTV and replace it with 
Trinity Broadcasting Network, a 
Christian-oriented channel. 
Nearly 650 people signed, per- 
suading TCI to make the switch 
beginning Sept. 1. 

But beyond a simple program- 
ming change seems to be a West 
Texas version of “The Real 
World,” the show where MTV 
, stops the music and presents 
tiue-life drama. Its characters are 
grappling with questions of 
responsibility and choice, of slid- 
• tering young people whether the 
^ teens like it or not, of keeping 
big-city influences outof small- 
town America. 

“I don’t know why tliis is such 
big news," Knight says. “They 
did the same thing in 
- JJrcckenridgc (25 miles up the 
road) a couple of years ago and 
nobody said a thing.” 

Still, when Albany awoke earli- 
er this monlli to the prospect of 
an MTV-Icss future, the result 
was as raucous as n Marilyn 
Manson video: 

—Many kids are incensed and 
plotting a iioiintcrattack. More 
adults than you might think 
agree witli them. 

‘Tm going to figlit this,” says

with even less to do in small town

ALBANY, Texas— Terra Wade 
is a varsity cheerleader. But on 
this Saturday night, perched on 
the edge of a truck bed in the 
First Baptist Church parking lot, 
she’s not very upbeat. 

“Wc should all point our trucics 
and protest,” she says, as n dozen 
of her fellow tccn-gcrs surround 
her, hanging out with little to do 
except dial, gossip and flirt. 

On Sept. 1, their West Texas 
town Is losing its MTV — dumped 
from the local cable s>-stem after' 
a petition demanded that the rock 
music channel be replaced by the 
Trinity Broadcasting Network, a 
Cliristian-oricntcd station. 

Wade, 17, is helping to organize 
a countcrpetilion to ovenuin the 
decision announced earlier this 
month. But it’s not just about 
MTV, she says. It’s about respect. 

“I'm not saying that MTV 
doesn't have anything on it that’s 
not bad,” she say.s. “But I’m not 
going to do something stupid 
because I watdi 'cavis and Butt- 
head.” Adults, she adds, “arc 
going JO keep cutting us off more 
and more until wc sit around 
waiting to leave this place.” 

While parents here say they 
wont to keep their toivn safe and 
their kids out of trouble, many 
teens say the efforts have gone 
too far, and that losing MTV is 
.the last straw. They argue that 
adulis keep taking away activities 
they enjoy ^vithout offering alter- 
natives. 

Especially during the summer, 
when there’s far less to keep 
young people occupied. The clos- 
est movie theater is 30 miles 
away in Abilene. Albany doesn’t 
have its own mall. Allsup’s 
Convenience Store is the only 
store tliat’s open all night. Tlicre 
arc no pool halls, arcades, bowl- • 
ing alleys or fast-food restaurants, 


except for 0 Dairy Queen. 

Police have restricted in-line 
skating to a stretch of sidewalk 
surrounding tlic courthoasc. Kids 
usod to play roller hockey in the 
parking lot of a supermarket, but 
police asked them to leave 
because tlic lot i.s private propcp 
ty. 

“It’s like you’re in jail,” says 17- 
ycar-old Roy Henry Ballicw. 
“You get wotted when you’re in 
school, you get watched when 
you’re on the streets. Wc get 
ivatched oil tlic time.” 

“Everybody’s scared to go out 
because they think they’re going 
to get in trouble,” says Sam 
Tidwell, 18. “It’s really pretty bor- 
ing here.” 

Teens say watcliing MTV Ls one 
of the few things they can do 
without being under a watchful 
eye. Many say tliey are outraged 
— in this rural area, MTV is one 
of the few links teens have to a 
larger world. 

“A lot of us arc good 
Christians,” says Kyle Bartee, 19. 
“Just because we watch MTV 
doesn’t mean we’re bad people. I 
don’t see how MTV is going to 
affect us.” 

As Jake Cleveland, 20, sits at 
home watching MTV on his 48- 
inch SCTcen, he asks, “If they get 
rid of MTV now, what’s next?” 

Not all teens here think the 
MTV ban is a bad thing. Tura 
Jones, 14, says that the song 
lyrics, dress and images on MTV 
can have a negative influence on 
young people. 

Jones doesn’t buy the argu- 
ment of censorship. She says of 
people who arc opposed to the 
MTV ban: “You know that 
they’re not representing Christ, 
because they’re just trying to rep- 
resent themselves. I think we 
should just do away with TV. If 
eveo'body had it off, more people 
(would) know Christ.” 


tender who says she and two 
friends have collected 400 signa- 
tures on a petition to keep MTV, 
which she lets her 6- and 10-ycar- 


old so ns watch. 

“Don’t tell me what’s good for 
my family on TV,” she says. 
“What about soap operas and 


talk shows and ivrcstling? Wile E. 
Coyote gets his butt blown up by 
the Roatirunner every day. 

“It's just that anychinp these 
kids like, they try to take it away. 
Kids need to get a little taste of 
life and make their own deci- 
sions. Instead, they Just try to 
stveep these kids under the rug, 
like they’re afraid they'll give tlic 
town a bad name." 

—Churches arc digging in to 
figlit for fanyly values. 

“Some of M’l'V is just pomog- 
mphy set to music,” says tlic Rev. 
John Tunncll, pastor of First 
Baptist Churdi. “It’s not good for 
kids. 1 feel like the family is 
under attack. Wc have to stand 
up for what’s good and against 
whnt's bad." 

—And in the buzz around town, 
MTV seems to be a trip wire for 
bigger issues; 

Is there enough for kids to do 
in a small town? Does TV make 
us do bad tilings? Should a major- 
ity impose its taste on everyone? 
Do parents need to make unpop- 
ular decisions for (heir cliildrcn’s 
own good? 

“I think there's going to be a 
big blotvup over tliis,” says Zena 
Churchill, a 37-year-old moUicr of 
four who’s against the ban. “I’m 
kind of curious how this is going 
to come out." 

If you think all those little dots 
on the West Texas map are pret- 
ty mudi alike, Albany migiit sur- 
prise you. The tidy, friendly town 
120 miles west of Fort’ Worth on 
U.S, Higliway 180 has ridden out 
the booms and busts in oil and 
ranching better than most,, 
blessed by a century of involve- 
ment by wealthy families in the 
area. 

There’s an art museum with 
Picasso, Modigliani and Henry 
Moore in the collection. Texas 
Monthly, recently rated one of 
Albany’s restaurants among the 
state’s best. An annual musical 
. pageant celebrating Shackelford 
County’s pioneer heiitagc draws 
lliousonds of visitors. 

“I’d hate for this to come off as - 
a liick town banning eveiyihing," 
says Melanie McCarthy, who 
moved here from Philadelphia 
two years ago. “This isn’t 
‘Footloose’” — the 1984 film, 
about a small-minded community 
where dondng was banned.

, Anyone who has been to school 
knows the thrill of having a good 
teacher, and the agony of having 
a bad one. 

That’s especially true in ele- 
mentary school, where students 
are blessed or stuck with one 
classroom teacher for the entire 
school year. 

All of which raises some 
inevitable questions for parents: 
IIow do I get my child into a good 
teacher’s class? How do I get my 
diild out of a bad teadter’s dass? 
And how do I find out who arc 
. the good and bad teachers? 

Penny Wright, a Pine Hills, 
Fla., mother of eight — four of 
whom are in elementary school 
— has found answers to all tlicso 
questions. By visiting school 
often, talking to teachers and 
compared notes with other par- 
ents, she knows who the good 
teachers arc. 

“If you’re visible (at school), 
you can request a particular 
icadicr for your child by name. I 
did it and it worked.” 

That doesn’t mean it will work 
for every parent, but when the 
end of die school year approach- 
es, you can go to the principal 
and request a particular teacher 
for tlie foUotving school year. 

Jim Grant, principal of 
Grovcland Elemental^ S^ool in 
Lake County, Fla., estimated that 
each spring about one in five 
Grovcland parents ^uest teach- 
ers by name for their (±ildrcn. 

“I^bnbly 90 percent or more 


of the requests are honored. It 
nor, we discuss it with them.” 

Gant doesn’t view this as dol- 
ing out “good“ teachers to the 
squeaky wheels. He thinks all 
tWs teasers are good, but he rec- 
ognizes they have different 
teaching styles. 

The message here to parents is 
clear: You’re better off talking 
about matching a teaching style 
to your child’s learning needs 
than naming teachers you like 
and don’t like. 

For example, talk about how 
your Susie responds better to a 
gentle, numinng teacher than a 
tough disciplinarian. Or vice 
versa, as the case may be. Keep 
names and personalities out of it. 

It’s a tougher problem to get 
your child reassigned from a 
teacher you consider bad, mean- 
ing tliose teaching style isn’t suit- 
ed to your child. It con be done 
with patient and persistence. 

Just remember If you don’t at 
least try to resolve problem 
with the “bad” teacher. But you 
won’t got anywhere when you 
ask the principal to movie 
Johnnie or Janie into another 
classroom. 

If you’ve talked to the teacher, 
' made a reasonable attempt to 
work things out and are still 
unhappy, the principal is your 
next step. 

“If there doesn't seem to be a 
solution, it might bo an option to 
consider making, a change of 
teacher assignment,” Grant said. 
“That happens very infrequent- 
ly.”

Some parents have a hard time 
recognizing the difference 
between themselves and their 
. children. 

They don’t know the differ- 
ence between helping a child and 
pushing her or him, said 
Margaret Shapiro, a social work- 
er with the Pennsylvania Council 
for Relationships. 

The flip side of the pushy-par- 
ent coin receives little attention, 

• but can be just as daunting. 

Shapiro asks for balance and 
for parents to ask themselves 
some frank questions':

“Parents in both situations say 
they are acting in the best mtc^ 
cst of the child when they actual- 
ly are acting in their own inter- 
est,” Shapiro said. 

“It’s hard to develop a onc-sizo- 
fits-all standard for a good par- 
ent,” Shapiro said. “Hopefully, 
all parents do Uunk that their job 
is to help and support their chil- 
dren os they grow.”

“A child needs to know that his

Giving children chores to do at 
home sounds like an old-fash- 
ioned notion in an era spoiled 
with convenience appliances, 
maid-tcK>rdcr housekeepers and, 
well, attitude.

Day care is less clear 

A few thougiii.s on computers, 
day care and television that came 
(o mind on a serene spring after- 
noon as I sat watching clouds do 
impressions of various animals, 
some spwes of wliidi have yet to 
be identified: 

On a recent broadcast of his 
CNN talk show. Jesse Jackson 
took every possible opportunity 
to equate equal educational 
opportunity with having “every 
school in America connected to 
the imemet." 

President Clinton has called for 
computers in every classroom 
and Imemet acces.s for every stu- 
dent. In California, tviicrc taxpay- 
er revolts have forced the down- 
sizing of public education, com- 
puters and Imemet conncciion.s 
are being funded by private ini- 
tiatives. Thu question no one 
seems wilting to confront; Is there 
evidence that children tviU) com- 
puters score higlier on measures 
of achievement than children 
without computers? 

The answer is: There is no such 
evidence. The veiy great possibil- 
ity is that the nisli to judgment 
concerning computers und 
Internet access may- create class- 
rooms tiiai aru higli in technology 
and low on educational sub- 
stance. If there's one thing 
America’s kids don’t need, it’s to 
be used as guinea pigs in the yet 
another education fad.

whether day care is good or bad 
overall — probably never mil be 
resolved. One study says this, 
another says that, which allows 
the “experts" to adopt whatever 
positions suit their fancy. 

Yours truly, for example, is 
convinced it is generally better 
for children below age 3 to be in 
parcm-carc. Then again, I know 
of a lot'of kids who’vc been in 
day care since infancy and who 
seem to be doing just fine, 
Therefore, I am quick to add, 
“but better doesn't mean a child 
in day care from early on Is going 
to have significant problems of 
any kind." 

It’s most likely ihat' therc arc 
advantages and disadvantages 
initcrent to every single child- 
care category. None is perfect, 
none is disastrous. Day care docs, 
liowcvcr, have one unarguable 
advantage over parent-care. 
Given that television is on some 
seven hours a day in the average 
household, as opposed to hardly 
at all in a licensed day-care facili- 
ty, putting a i;Iu]d in a licensed 
day<are center moans his expo- 
sure to the mind-numbing effects 


of the boob tube are cut by prolv 
ably more titan half. 

Given recent evidence to the 
effect that a responsive social 
environment is the single most 
critical variable in “successful" 
brain development, this advan- 
tage is probably highly signifi- 
cant. In other words, if you're 
going to stay home with your diU- 
dren, make it worth their while 
by keeping the television off. 

A major player in the computer 
industry recently told me the fol- 
lowing: Take nvo children bom 
-today. Give one a computer at 
age 3 and as he grows, always 
keep him supplied with the lale.st 
technology. Don't allow the sec- 
ond child access to a computer 
until a month before he enters 
college — August, 2015. On the 
day these two youngsters begin 
college, tliey will be equally com- 
puter-literate. Furthermore, if 
the first knows programming, it 
won't take long for the second tu 
catch up in tiiat area, cither. 
^V}lat my friend didn't say is that 
by age 18, the second child is like- 
ly to be far and away the more 
enthusiastic concerning comput- 
ers and their possibilities.

Start now getting child ready to learn

As the sdiool year approuchas 
porcnis of beginners will want to 
start preparing their diildren for 
the experience. 

“Over the next few weeks 
before school starts, it’s a good 
idea to stun getting your diild to 
bed early and start setting a 
route," said Siiawna LaRochc, a 
kindergarten teacher at Rio 
Hondo, Texas. "It's an adjust- 
ment for children who arc not 
used to a schedule.” 

Former elementary school 
teacher Beth Wood, also the 
mother of three youngster, sug- 
gests that parents don't stay too 
long when dropping the child off. 

“Don't hong around and drag it 
out,” she said. ”It’s actually more 
upsetting for the child, and it 
doesn’t help them scpaniic." 


Wood suggested assuring the 
child that Mom or Dad will be 
there at die end of titc day, rein- 
forcing that someone will either 
pick tlicm up from school or be 
waiting when he gets off the bus. 

Wood and LoRodte both agree 
that, if possible, diildrcn should 
visit the school before the first 
day. Many schools offer a kinder- 
garten orientation tour a day or 
so before .sdiool opens. 

“Tliis gives the child an oppor- 
tunity to sec what a dassroom sit- 
uation is like and what to 
expect," \?ood said. 

“It’s important for your child to 
sec you with the teadicr, indicat- 
ing that it’s OK to trtist this per- 
son.” 

Because things can make the 
step to school easier, LaRochc 
said, suggests the incoming 
kindergarteners know their col- 


ors, numbers, shapes and how to 
cut with scissors'. 

Make sure the child is dressed, 
comfortably and practically, 
remembering that zippers, tics 
and ribbons a.c difficult for a 
diild CO manage on what could be 
his or her first solo trip to the 
bathroom ouLsidc the home. 

Discourage children from tak- 
ing toys to school, where they 
could be lost or broken. 

Be sure your child knows his 
full, correct name, nut just his 
nickname, as well os ills parents' 
names and address and phone 
number. 

Also, if your child rides the 
school bus, know the schedule 
and make sure he’s comfonable 
withii. But most importantly, 
LaRocnc believe that best prepa- 
ration for school is a sense of 
responsibility.

Video game facts come to light

“They’re responsible for the 
: . entire computer revolution that

. declares Feinstein, a 29-year- 
old Murray Hill, N.J., man who 

- has created “Videotopia," an 
. exhibition exploring the history 
. of video games now on display 

at the Franklin Institute. 

, The revolution Feinstein is 
talking about began 25 years 
ogo, with PONG. 

’ PONG- was invented by Alan 
Alcorn, the first engineer of the 
Atari Corp., which was founded 
June 27, 1972. The simple game 
of electronic tennis, named 
after the noises Aat it made, 
debuted in a bar in Sunnyvale, 

• Calif., where Atari founders 
were trying to interest pinball 
makers in manufacturing the 

' game. 

As the story goes, the bar 
manager called to complain 
that the PONG machine was 
broken. When Alcorn went to 
investigate, he found it jammed 
, with quarters. Atari saw a hit 
; on its hands and decided to 
moke the gome itself. 

; But PONG was not the first 
I video game. A year earlier, 

; Nolan Bushnell, a recent col- 

- lege graduate working at an 
electronics company, had aeat- 
ed Computer Space, a rocket 
battle game in a metallic green 
fiberglass cabinet. Ho con- 
vinced a pinball-game manufac- . 
turer to moke the game, but it 
flopped because it was strange- 
looking and complicated to 
play. 

Bushnell left the company 
and founded Atari. The rest, as 
they say, Is history. It’s a histo- 
ry that Feinstein wants the 
public to know,' an underappre- 
ciated history Feinstein 
believes the public ought to 
know given the dramatic 
impact video games hove had 
on society. 

That brings us to 
“Videotopia," which the 
Franklin Institute is presenting 
for the summer under the name 
“The Ultimate Arcade." 


Allentown Morning Call 


Designed by Ralph Baer and a 
military electronics Hrm, the first 
home video game system, the 
Magnavox Odyssey, used 40 tran- 
sistors and 40 diodes because 
microchips were so expensive. 
Unveiled in 1972, its on-scrccn 
effects were limited, so it was pack- 
aged with plastic overlays to .simu- 
late complex grapltics. 

Friends Steve Jobs and Steve 
Wozniak began to think about cre- 
ating a personal computer when 
Jobs, a young Atari employee, was 
designing Breakout in the mid- 
1970i Their Apple 1 computer was 
built with Breakout ports. 

Space Invaders, a shooting gome 
with animated targets, svas so pop- 
ular when released in Japan in 
1978 that it caused a shortage of 
100-yen coins. In die United States, 
the game attracted so many new 
players that people think it \vas the 
first video game. ' 

Designed in 1979, Missile 
Command reflected America’s fear 
of nuclear conflict Originally to l)c 
colled Armageddon, die goal was 
to defend U.S. cities from an 
onslau^t of Soviet bombs. Players 
could not win and each game 
would end with a big explosion and 
the words “ITic End.” 

The Army was so impressed by 
the 3-D in 1980's Baidczonc that it 
commissioned Atari to build modi- 
fied versions for use in tank training. 

'The Pac-Man character came to 
life in 1980 after its designer go^ 
at a pizza with a single slice 
removed. Pac-Man become a hit 
character as well as a game, 
appearing on thb covers of both 
'lime and Mad magazines in 1960. 
The song "Pac-Man Fever” 


reached the BilJboard Top 10. Last 
year, a virtual reality arcade Pac- 
Man game tvas rclco^ 

Nintendo’s "Mario" mascot first 
appeared in Donkey Kong in 1981, 
inc same year IBM launched its 
personal computer. His original 
name was Jumpman, but he was 
renamed in honor of the leasing 
manager in charge of Nintendo’s 
warehouse, a short man with a 
dark mustache. A 1990 survey 
revealed more American diildren 
recognized Mario than Mickey 
Mouse. 

Ihc arcade video game industry 
crashed in 1984 when Atari fell to 
pieces due to mismanagement. 
New games were poor and people 
began diecking out persontil com- 
puters. The revolution in home 
gaming began soon after tvith the 
re!ca.« of Nintendo’s NES synem. 
By 1989, one in four American 
homes had the NES system and 
Nintendo was making more money 
than all three 'TV nenvorks com- 
bined. 

Tlie Sony Playstation began as a 
CD attachment for the Nintendo 
Super NES. When Sony and 
Nintendo disagreed on the way the 
device would be marketed, Sony 
devdoped it into a game machine 
of its own. 

Ihe newly released Tokyo Wars 
is a remake of Tank, which, in 
1974, was the first video gome to 
use ROM (Read Only Memory) 
chips to store graphic data. 'The 
chips allowed 'Tank’s on-screen 
characters to be more detailed, 
rather than simple blocks like 
Pong. The games place players in 
downtown Tokyo to play out a 
game of “tag” in battle lanlu.

TWIN FALLS — More than 
half of American children spend 
at least some time before or after 
school at home without adult 
supervision. 

'That’s scary for parents, but if 
a child is mature enough to han- 
dle self care and if Mom and Dad 
take steps to moke it work, it 
doesn't have to be a detrimental 
experience. 

The most important thing is to 
continually assure you child that 
someone cares and is "there,” 
even when he is physically alone. 

Here are some tips from the 
National Education Assoda-don: 

• Set appropriate house rules 
to provide your child with conn- 

' nuity and discipline. 

• Structure the time your child 
is alone so that those hours are 
productive. Children should 
spend their time doing home- 
work, chores, playing games or 
doing other activities. Don't let 
your child regularly park his 
body in front of the TV until your 
get home. 

• Take time to share experi- 
ences and feelings with your 
child to strength bonds. 

• Teach your child to answer 
the phone without letting a 
stronger know is alone. Your 
child should also know who and 
what number to call if there’s a 
problem. 

• Have your child call you as 
soon os he gets home. 

• Check back later with your 
child even if it’s just to say h^o. 

• Leave messages for your 
child to find. Reveal where an 
oftcr-school snack con be found, 
remind him to change out of 
school clothes, say when you’ll be 
home or just, “Hit I’m thinking 
about you." 

• A key worn around the neck 
often means a child is going 
home to an empty house. The 
key should be pinned inside a 
po^ct or purse, out of sight 

• Instruct your child to keep 
the door locked and not to admit 
anyone unless you’ve given prior 
permission. Teach your child not 
to go anywhere without getting 
your permission first 

• Teach your kid to recognize 
emergencies and how to handle 
them. Your child should know 
how to deal with fires, brcok-ins, 
traffic accidents, broken bones 
and bleeding that won’t stop. 

• Provide your child with an 
emergency kit and show him how 
to use it Include flashlight and 
batteries, a portable radio. Band- 
aids, gauze, calamine lotion, 
small sdssors, adhesive tape, no- 
sting antiseptic spray (children 
ore more apt to use it) and clastic 
bandage. 

• Your child should know

Learning to count to 10

As lie roams the halls of East 
Middle School in Braintree,- 
M^., Principal Mike Connelly is 
on the lookout for fights that 
have not yet erupted. 

Fights are more frequent this 
time of year, he explains, os kids 
try to settle back into school rou- 
tines, and fights at the middle- 
school level con get nasty. 

Connelly prides himself not 
just on intcrevening before 
things get oiit of hand, but also on 
talking to the kids afterwards, 
about t'diy they wanted to fight in 
the first place. Almost always, 
their explanation is the same. 

“I didn't really want to Hght. It 
just kinda happened.” 

Connelly believes “it jast kinda 
happened" is how a lot of pre- 
teens and adolescents get into 
trouble. 

“TJiey don't have the self-con- 
trol to .stop themselves, to say, 
'Wait a minute, this miglit have 
a had ending.’ They let events 
take control of them instead of 
taking control of events,’ 
Connelly says. 

This mindset has frightening 
consequences for kids, occonling 
to psychologist John Daccy. 
While what “just kinda happens” 
to on 11- or -12-year old may not 
be too serious, the same come- 
what-may attitude is a 14- , 15 or 
l&ycar old can lead to pregnan- 
cy, dropping out of school, addic- 
tions and violence, all potentially 
with lifelong impticadons. 

'Tve not yet met a iccn-agcr 
who made a conscious decision to 
get pregnant or get addicted, 
■fhey slide into these events with 
a whole bunch of little things,” 
said Daccy, who is professor of

• Calm down, ff she panics, she 
can’t think dearly. Psychologist 
John Daccy says there arc many 
techniques a child can use, from 
counting backward to deep 
breaching to mental imagery, 
where you hold a picture in your 
mind for 30 seconds. 

• Identify feelings. Fre-iccns 
often known only one emotion: 
-Anger. ”In ihcir world, the pre- 
vailing ethic is 'dissing’ — if 
someone treats you in a way that 
you perceive to be an insult, you 
have to do bodily harm in 
return,” Dacey said. Being able to 
break anger denvn into other feel- 
ings — frustration, annoyance, 
jedousy, sadness or envy — can 
diffuse the intensity and enable a 
child (0 figure out more dearly 
an appropriate response. Help 
your child so this by labelling 
feelings for her — “That must 
have been frustrating!” Daccy 
says to do this when your child is 
as young as 2 or 3. 

• Visualize consequences. 
Most kids don’t scop to think 
what tlie result of an action will 
be. “They can’t visualize what it 
means to be pregnant at IS or 
handicapped for life from a 
fight," Daccy said. Holding your

child accountable for his actions 
is one way to get him to think 
things ihrougli. 

• Formulate a plan. A typical 
pre-teen goes with the first idea 
that comes into her head, which 
rarely is the best. It t.ikes disci- 
pline to think of alternatives, or 
what Garber calls “easy outs." 
Help your child by letting him 
hear you think out loud, “Now if 
I do this, then this will happen. 
But if I do this, then maybe that 
would be better. Or no, maybe I 
should do this, Hmm. I need to 
tliink about these." 

■ Carry out a plan. Daccy .said 
many pre-teens never get to the 
point of putting a phin into action 
because they quickly lose faith in 
it. His theory is that many kids 
today have had unreliable life 
experiences — a non-custodial 
father who doesn’t call or show 
up when he supposed to, for 
example — that, leads them to 
assume that something will go 
wrong, althougit it's not necessari- 
ly something they can specify. 
Once a child has a fc\v successes, 
this won't be a problem, Daccy 
said, but in the meantime, she 
may need behavior modification. 
He recommends wearing a rub- 
ber band on the wrist that she 
can snap every lime she starts to 
tell herself the plan won't work. 


Contrary to common belief, 
self-control is a learned skill, not 
a personality trait that a child 
docs or doesn’t have, says psy- 
chologist Stephen Garber. 
Unfortunately, most kids today

aren’t learning it, he says. 

Garber is director of the 
Behavioral Institute of Atlanta 
and co-author of ‘^Good 
Behavior" (St. Marlin’s Press, 
1991). . ; 

In the middle-sdiool years, this 
is particularly troublesome 
because kids arc innately impul- 
sive. according to child psychia- 
trist Stanley Turccki, author of 
“The Emotional Problems o.' 
Normal Children” (Bantam, 
1994), 

‘.‘It’s not a stage that is charac- 
terized by pausing and thinking 
things througli," he said. 

In fact, says Garber, a typical 
12-year-old is most likely to think, 
Tf I want it, it must be good,” or 
even “If my friends say it’s OK, it 
must be.” Peer pressure, he says, 
is most intense at this age and 
probably more powerful with our 
children’s generation than any 
generation before. 

Teaching self-control begins in 
the preschool years when we 
start to tench right from wrong. 
Daccy explains the connection: 
"When you get in a light situa- 
tion, if you have a set of values, 
you know what you don't want to 
do.” 

But it’.s a mistake to think that 
a solid moral and ethical ground- 
ing is all a child needs, says 
Daccy. Impulsivity, anger and 
peer-group pressure are likely to 
get in the way. 

“A kid can be very committed 
to not drinking, but if everyone 
else at a party is doing it, he may 
be too scared to think straight. 
It’s not enough to have the val- 
ues; he needs to know what to do 
with tlicm. He needs to be able to 
come up with solutions on the 
spot."

While none of the adults 
noticed the man, a large number 


of cliildrcn did. 

“They weren’t editing," 
Treleaso said. "In the course of a 
movie, it’s almost impossible for 
their memories to absorb it all, so 
things will be missed. They may 
be focusing on the wrong thing." 

Most children stop needing rep- 
etition by 5 or 6, he said, although 
some sensitive kids may continue 
through adolescence, he said. 
Some fourth- and fifth-grade chil- 
dren return to books they loved os 
toddlers as a security blanket. 

Unfortunately, rather than Uic 
award-winners, he said, what 
they often pick are “the trashiest 
thing you bought for 69 cents at 
Wal-Mart."

Acnc is usually thought of as 
a tccn-agcr’s problem. But it 
can happen to folks in their 50s, 
too. 

Fortunately, those unsightly 
spots arc treatable. 

No one knows for sure what 
causes ocnc, but we do know 
that increased levels of hor- 
mones known as androgens arc 
associated with the disorder. 

We also know that the ten- 
dency to develop acne is inher- 
ited. Fortunately, there arc 
effective treatments available. 

Acnc begins belotv the skin’s 
surface with excess sebum, the 
oil that normally flows freely 
through ducts in the skin sur- 
face where it lubricates the 
skin. In acne-prone skin, those 
ducts become clogged with 
excessive skin cells and sebum 
so that bacteria can grow and 
cause inflammation. 

Plugged ducts that remian 
just under the skin’s surface 
arc colled whiteheads.

It’s no secret that today’s stu- 
dents know less than students 
did 25 yean ago. ■ 

Scholastic Assessment Test 
scores have declined among all 
groups. Mimy colleges have been 
forct^ to institute remedi- 
al programs for incoming 
freshmen. 

A new study — hum- 
bling, frustrating and 
alarming in its implica- 
tions — tells us that the 
reason for the decline is 
that kids have become less 
interested in being educat- 
ed. 

School reformers will be 
fighting a losing battle, the 
study concludes, unless they 
focus on the out-of-school influ- 
ences on students’ attitudes — 
disengaged parents and an 
increasingly irdlucntial peer cul- 
ture that demeans having brains. 

The power of friends is so great 
that even parents who have 
stressed academic achievement 
can have their lessons undone if 
their children are not associating 
with like-minded friends, 


researchers said. 

“A large proportion of kids 
told us that they basically hide 
their intelligence because they 
worry their friends are going to 
make fun of them,” said Temple 
University psycholo^t Laurence 
Steinberg, one of the researchers 


in the 10-year project that 
focused on out-of-school influ- 
ences on academic achievement 

The researchers interviewed 
20,000 students in nine high 
schools in California and 
Wisconsin. 

The schools were average or 
above average, the students from 
all walks of life. 

One-third said they got through 
the school day primarily by 
“goofing off witli their friends.” 


They spend an average of four 
hours a week on homework, com- 
pared with four hours a day 
spent by kids in other industrial- 
iicd countries. Fewer than one in 
five said their friends think it is 
important to get good grades in 
school. 

Choosing from among 
the strictly defined social 
cliques in high school, one- 
third said they wanted to 
be “partyers," onc-slxth 
“drugpes" and only one in 
10 wonted to be known as 
“brains.” 

Several studies have 
shown that peer pressure 
is greatest from seventh to 
ninth grade and has even 
more importance for 
minority children. 

Contrary to much popular 
advipe, parents can indcM “man- 
age” their children’s social rela- 
tionships — and the earlier the 
better, Steinberg said. 

They can indirectly steer their 
kids toward “good" friends and 
away from “bad" friends by 
involving them in organized 
sports, youth groups or academic 
programs.

Parents should exercise some 
foresight, experts say, and lokc 
cues from their chOdran to match 
them with activities that will 
help, not hinder. 

“Children's activities should be 
designed to that children can 
explore different aspects of 
themselves,” said Dr. Edward 
S(^or, chairman of the commit- 
tee on early childhood, adoption 
and dependent care of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics. 
“Their (the parents’) choices of 
activities ought to be guided by 
their child’s physical and mental 


obilltics, their child's personali- 
ties and their child's otvn inter- 
ests.” 

After engaging your child in an 
activity, go back and make an 
assessment. Ask yourself 
whether the child is having fun. 
It is also important to make sure 
the child is not getting bogged 
won with too many activities. 

“Someone once suggested 


we’re raising this gcncrotton of 
children in the back scat of our 
cars" as parents constantly shuf- 
fle their lads to various activities, 
said Shor, an assodato professor 
of pediatrics at the New England 
Medical Center in Boston. 

“Many children are oversched- 
uied, and many children would 
prefer to have more time with 
their parents than they do."

This is one of the 
most frightening questions a par- 
ent ever has to ask. 

One of the things that makes 
this such a difficult question to 
answer Is that very few kids will 
volunteer the information that 
they are using drugs. 

It’s also extremely difficult to 
distinguish typical adolescent 
behavior from drug-induced 
behavior. That’s because sjTnpto- 
made behavior is usually the only 
sign or due wc have, and, during 
normal adolescence, the teen’s 
psycholo^cal, sodal and physical 
rcolidcs arc rapidly and radically 
changing. Many of the warning 
signs of drug abuse can be 
explained by changes typical of 
adolescence. 

But here is a non-inclusivc list 
of warning signs. A teen may be 
in the early stages of experimen- 
tadon and abuse if he or she is: 

• Acting more irritable, less 
affectionate, more secretive and 
unpredictable. 

• Feeling more and more 
depressed. 

• Having angry outbursts, cry- 
ing jags, fits of laughter. 

• Overreacting to criticism and 
frustration. 

• Increasingly manipulative 
when he or she doesn’t get his or 
her own way. 

• Lying to cover up. 

For example, here arc 

two common lies that arc 
almost never to be 
believed: 

• “This is not my (pot, 
beer, etc.). I’m Kolding it 
for a friend.” 

• “I know you caught 
mo, but it's only the first 
time Fve tried it.” 

Other beginning signs 
indude. 

• Acting less responsible 
and/or declining in school or job 
performance. 

• Forgetfulness, muddled 
thinking and confusion. 

• Gi^cs in friends, hy^cne, 
dress, language, hair style. 

• Increased barriers CO commu- 
nication. 

• Extreme rebelliousness to 
authority.
